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Planning Delays 


LAST YEAR over 11,000 planning appeals were made to 
the Ministry of Housing and Local Government. In each 
case the application would have been in the hands of 
the local planning authority for some weeks—possibly 
months—prior to the decision which gave rise to the 
appeal. The average time taken to determine an appeal 
from the date of submission to the Ministry was about 
six months. In some cases the time taken was much 
longer; indeed, in at least one case, the appellant is still 
waiting for the result of a public inquiry held some 
thirteen months ago. 

These delays are serious and costly to the country. 
There is something wrong when an industrialist engaged 
on some scheme of benefit to the national economy has 
to wait months for a decision, or when there is a long 
delay in deciding upon a proposal to build badly needed 
homes. In fairness, it must be said that the Ministry is 
far from complacent about these delays. Considerable 
efforts have been made to recruit more inspectors, but the 
Minister is rightly concerned not to sacrifice quality to 
quantity; and the extra staff which he has so far been 
able to recruit has done no more than keep pace with the 
steadily increasing number of appeals. 

What then can be done about these delays? The only 
effective remedy is to attempt to reduce the number of 
applications and appeals, and so reduce the load on the 
administrative apparatus. The number of applications 
would be reduced if the Minister were to extend the list 
of permitted developments in the General Development 
Order, thus avoiding the necessity of obtaining permission 
for minor developments which do not raise important 
issues of planning policy. For instance, little or no harm 
would be done in most areas if alterations to shop fronts 
and other business premises were freed from control. 


The cutting out of minor applications would enable local 
authorities to concentrate on the more important matters, 
and this might well result in fewer appeals. 

In most years about one-third of the appeals achieve 
some measure of success; these-appeals would obviously 
not have been brought if the local authority had given 
the right decision, and this points to the prime importance 
of appointing planning officers of vision as well as of 
technical ability and integrity. To assist authorities, the 
Ministry issue periodically a selection of appeal decisions, 
the latest volume of which is reviewed on another page. 
As regards the unsuccessful appeals, the Ministry has fre- 
quently urged authorities to take more trouble to explain 
to the applicant the policy which underlies their decision, 
or (where agreement seems possible if the proposal were 
to be modified), the changes which they suggest and the 
reasons for suggesting them. Here again the volumes 
of selected appeals are intended to be of help, but more 
often than not the local authority does not quote from 
them until an appeal has been made. 

Consideration should also be given to the scope and 
extent of the development plans. The Minister has asked 
planning authorities to review their development plans 
with a view to releasing more land for development, but 
a more thorough revision could well be made. More 
authorities could follow the example of the Poole Town 
Map which seeks to deal with the flood of applications 
for permission to build flats by indicating the areas in 
which flats are considered most suitable. 

With high land values, some landowners will always 
be tempted to go to appeal even where the chances of 
success are small, but the great majority of appeals are 
genuine enough, and it is up to the planning authorities 
to find an answer in better, and better explained, decisions. 
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WESTMINSTER WINNER WILLIAM WHITFIELD 
was introduced to a Press conference on 
Tuesday of last week, hard upon the 
announcement made in the House of 
Commons (surely the first occasion on 
which an architectural competition result 
has been declared within the Palace of 
Westminster) by Lord John Hope, the 
Minister of Works. Lord John, who later 
took the chair at the Press conference, 
before asking Sir William Holford, on 
behalf of his brother assessors, to 
announce the result, reminded those pre- 
sent that this was the first competition 
organised by the Ministry of Works since 
the contest for the Board of Trade offices 
in 1913 (a building which was not com- 
pleted until 43 years later though still 
within the lifetime of its architect). It 
can have been no mere chance that the 
conference was held in the western end 
of Mr. Vincent Harris’s building: a nice 
touch. The Minister declared himself as 
being well satisfied with the result. 
+ * * 

SIR WILLIAM added a touch of sly 
humour to the proceedings by reading the 
list of winners from the bottom up, after 
which Mr. Whitfield, until that point an 
anonymous spectator, joined the platform 
party and submitted himself to interroga- 
tions by the Press; he was probably as 
surprised as anyone that the first question 
was ‘How old are you?’ to which he 
replied ‘ This is not a very architectural 
question but the answer is 41.’ Subse- 
quent questions, more to the point, con- 
cerned the cladding of the building (Mr. 
Whitfield himself obviously would like 
to substitute Portland stone for the pre- 
sent concrete panels); the completion date 
(this is scheduled for 1966); and the effect 
on traffic congestion of a conference 
building in central London which swal- 
lows only 70 cars in its underground car- 
park. Mr. Whitfield has done what the 
conditions asked for, but there is weight 
in the question. 

* * * 

AS TO THE DESIGN ITSELF, it has been 
on public view since December 19 (Christ- 
mas excepted) at the Air Ministry hall, 
Whitehall-gardens and can still be seen up 
to 5.30 p.m. today (December 29). With 
the runners-up, it was illustrated in ‘ The 
Builder’ last week, and is the subject of 
a ‘crit’ by Mr. Arthur Kenyon on page 
1211 of this week's issue. Elevationally 
it has raised no remarkable degree of 
enthusiasm among the lay Press, but these 
could hardly be expected to appreciate 
fully the merits of its planning or the 
deliberate self-effacement of the eleva- 
tional treatment. Those who know Mr. 
Whitfield will feel that in him the Minis- 
try has got a good architect, which is the 
essential prelude to a good building. 


Design Conscious Minority 


TWO VAGARIES reflecting the general 
attitude to design were summed up by 
Professor Misha Black during the recent 
International Design Congress at the 


Royal Society of Arts. He said that a 
common experience was that the con- 
sumer did not know what he wanted, and 
that the client’s instructions to the 
designer were normally ‘a description of 
something else which he has previously 
seen or a vague request for something 
completely new.’ Such was the problem 
which confronted delegates to the con- 
gress, whose theme was ‘ Design Policy 
for Corporate Buying,’ and of which ‘an 
extensive report is given in the December 
issue of ‘ Design.’ 

One of the wisest remarks quoted in 
this excellent report is manufacturer Sir 
Harry Pilkington’s ‘You must carry the 
architect with you.’ For the hospitals 
Professor Llewelyn Davies pointed out 
that design may be a matter of life and 
death, hospital authorities being ‘ keen, 
attentive, hypercritical and often mutually 
contradictory clients... Mr. Hubert 
Bennett asserted that ‘design policy in 
the LCC architect’s department is as com- 
prehensive as possible ’: and W. D. Lacey, 
Nottinghamshire county architect, 
described the workings of the CLASP 
system, ‘for the ordering and design of 
which architects alone are in charge.’ Sir 
Gordon Russell told a piquant anecdote 
about being asked if he could make a 
chair to a certain specification described 
in detail—which turned out to be a chair 
in his own standard catalogue. 

In this issue our contemporary’s review 
of current design consists of items suit- 
able as personal gifts and includes, in 
addition to products recently accepted 
for Design Index, toys and jewellery 
which have been selected by the Council 
of Industrial Design for exhibition pur- 
poses. 


CoID Progress 


WELL PRODUCED AND ILLUSTRATED, the 
sixteenth annual report of the Council of 
Industrial Design (28 Haymarket, London, 
SWI, price 2/6) records increased activity 
and progress. The success of the main 
British exhibit at the Twelfth Triennale 
in Milan (the prefabricated, fully equipped 
Nottinghamshire primary school) is cited 
in support of a call for more investment 
in design research. Britain, it is said, 
needs a new international reputation for 
good modern design to complement her 
widely recognised traditional specialities. 
The replica of the Design Centre staged 
at the British Exhibition in New York in 
1960 was a considerable success, yet less 
than 50 per cent of the exhibits were 
supported by effective distribution in the 
USA. Few British makers of well-designed 
modern consumer goods appear to be 
actively tackling the American market. 
892,750 people visited the Centre in 1960. 


BASA in Transition 


AN INTERESTING State of transition exists 
in the deliberations of the hardworking 
British Architectural Students’ Associa- 
tion. The next conference, the fourth in

its series on architectural education, is to 
be held at Totley Hall, Sheffield, from 
January 4 to 6, and will bring to a con- 
clusion the Association’s analysis of the 
aims of education and mark the beginning 
of a new programme of work to evolve 
methods to implement those aims. BASA 
has found ‘dangerous decay’ in the 
policies and the methods of present-day 
systems of architectural education, and 
its conferences at Bristol, Oxford and 
York have attempted to provide a new 
basis for coherent and constructive pro- 
posals. 

BASA envisages a much closer liaison 
between designer and constructor as well 
as an extension of the architect’s field 
of active influence and control in the 
compilation of the building brief and as 
a determining factor at various levels of 
national planning. The Students’ Asso- 
ciation further envisages co-ordinated 
programmes of research, wide in scope 
and detailed in depth, with adequate com- 
munication channels to ensure ‘ feedback ’ 
to every stage in the building process. The 
Sheffield conference will attempt to for- 
mulate a programme of work designed to 
promote and maintain an educational 
policy and method capable of achieving 
this end. 

Principal speakers will include the 
Sheffield city architect, Mr. J. Lewis 
Womersley, Professor J. K. Page, of Shef- 
field University, Dr. M. L. J. Abercrombie, 
of Guys Hospital and University College, 
London, and Professor H. Kay, of Shef- 
field University. 


Sand in the Desert 


IN A REPORT now issued on a new traffic 
census, London Transport state that road 
improvements on main approaches to 
Town and in central London itself appear 
to have been largely responsible for a 
seven per cent increase in commuter car 
traffic in the past year. The census, car- 
ried out by London Transport in July, 
showed that cars on the two main western 
approaches into London between 7 and 
10 in the morning had more than doubled 
compared with two years ago as a result 
of the Chiswick flyover, the Cromwell 
Road extension and the Hanger Lane 
underpass on Western Avenue. On other 
approach roads cars had increased by 
only one-eighth.

PERHAPS THE BEST COMMENT on the Broad 
Sanctuary Competition is to be found in 
he very beautiful perspective drawing 
produced by the winner, MR. WILLIAM 
WHITFIELD. This shows Westminster 
Abbey unquestionably in command, 
whilst the new building takes its place in 
the scene with all the discretion and good 
manners of a new attendant at an ancient 
ourt. The art of diplomacy has ever 
heen an aid to the successful pursuit of 
he practice of architecture, and where 
etter to display it than in a building 
lesigned to sit in the shadow of West- 
ninster ? 


Assessors’ Responsibility 


It was incidental to the problem of this 
‘ompetition that a building was required 
o house Government offices and to pro- 
ide a Conference Centre. The real task 
f the competitors, as everyone knows, 
vas to design an acceptable neighbour 
or the august, historic and diverse archi- 
ectural monuments of Westminster. In-

deed, not only must the new neighbour 
be acceptable: it must do better than 
that. Whilst observing all the etiquette 
that town planning requires from a new- 
comer to an established group, this new- 
comer must perform the role of architec- 
tural mediator between the diversities of 
Gothic conformity and Baroque dissen- 
sion. If I make the suggestion that the 
architect who can design such a building 
may have still bigger and better work to 
do in the United Nations, I hope my 
readers will not consider the comment 
entirely frivolous. 


Sir William Holford in announcing the 
results of the competition at the Press 
Conference on December 19 said that the 
assessors had a dual responsibility in per- 
forming their task: they had their respon- 
sibility to the competitors to see that the 
designs were properly judged, and they 
had their responsibility to the promoters 
to see that they got a well designed build- 
ing. Let me say at once, having looked 
at all 65 entries, there is no doubt in my 











mind that the three assessors are entitled 
to feel their duty honourably discharged. 


Before coming to the real business of 
the entries themselves, a word about com- 
petition results and the manner of their 
announcing. I seem to remember on a 
previous occasion regretting the absence 
of the assessors at the moment of reckon- 
ing. At this well-arranged Press confer- 
ence, where good information was sup- 
plied and drawings were efficiently and 
accessibly displayed (although no reports 
with the also-ran entries), there were no 
absentee dignitaries. The Minister of 
Works himself took the chair, flanked by 
the three assessors, the Permanent Secre- 
tary, the Director General and the prize- 
winner-in-chief. If the squib turned a 
bit damp, the ladies and gentlemen of 
the Press must take the blame, for the 
questions that were asked could have 
been dealt with quite adequately by the 
Ministry’s tea-making staff if the confer- 
ence could have been arranged at a time 
to suit their convenience. (Actually, their 
presence would have been even more 
welcome in their normal role!) 


The Prizewinning Scheme 


Mr. Whitfield’s prize-winning scheme is 
essentially the work of a town planner. 
His first aim was to link together the 
heterogeneous group amongst which his 
building must live. Having decided that 
this could best be done by a building 
with a straight facade, he next sought 
an elevational treatment which would 
echo the verticality of the Gothic archi- 
tecture surrounding the Sanctuary. His 
faceted windows from roof to ground 
stress the vertical effect without horizon- 


tal interruptions, while interest is intro- 
duced at ground level by great windows 
to the entrance hall and the wide open- 
ing to the garden beyond. Verticality is 
further emphasised by the staircase 
towers which help to support the glass 
areas. 

I like his gesture of throwing what he 
might have claimed as a forecourt for 


his building into Broad Sanctuary to 
form a rectangular ‘place.’ This imme- 
diately raises the vexed question of 


eliminating main traffic from the square 
and making it into a precinct. The 
Minister made it quite clear at the Press 
conference that this could not be 
achieved for some time at least, which is 
a pity, for it is an eminently desirable 
contribution to good planning in this 
area, and the road engineers should not 
allow themselves to be beaten by the 
difficulties of bringing” it about. 

The winning scheme has a sunken dry 
moat about 12-feet below pavement level, 
which forms the main entrance level: 
this may have the unfortunate effect of 
cutting off the lower part of the building 
from view a short distance away. The 
pedestrian approach to this level is by a 
flight of stairs at the south-east corner. 

Having dealt with the architecture, Mr. 
Whitfield has turned to the problem of 
planning. His is the only scheme which 
has successfully placed all the conference 
rooms in two 2-storey blocks, and this 
has produced an extremely tidy and com- 
pact plan. It provides nothing novel, 
however, in the arrangement of offices, 
and the monotonous convention of end- 
less dark corridors with offices opening 
off them is maintained. 


The Design Placed Second 
The second prize-winning scheme, de- 


signed by MR. M, EDWARDS and MR. A. 
PONIS, May be the second, but it was 
certainly never the first. Again, the 


desire for unobtrusive neighbourly rela-

tions has dominated the thinking of the 
designers, but has achieved a rather 
characterless- effect. The scheme is well- 
considered, but complicated, and the low 
portion facing Broad Sanctuary would 
not provide a satisfactory link between 
East and West. 

The design placed third, submitted by 
MR. R. CASE, MR. D. C. BRIDGES, MR. R. F. 
FARROW and MR. A. W. EVANS, shows some 
good floor planning, but I find little to 
commend in its architectural effect, being 
lacking in definition and coherent ex- 
pression. 

The commended design, by MR. S. F. 
MERER in association with MR. D, BLATCH- 
FORD, is one of many which makes use of 
tower blocks, a solution which I would 
consider the circumstances of the site 
rule out. I doubt whether it would be 
possible to design a scheme with a tower 
which would be acceptable on this site, 
and certainly no such scheme was sub- 
mitted in the competition. The towers 
of the Abbey brook no rival, and the best 
designs were those which accepted this 
demand. 

Yet, whilst some competitors fell into 
the error of attempting rival tower effects, 
others seemed to suffer from a sense of 
Over-awe at the august company their 
building might keep, with equally 
disastrous results. In the same way, 
whilst some schemes seemed to ignore 
the near presence of the Abbey, Guildhall 
and Central Hall, others had me in doubt 
for a moment as to whether the Abbey 
was actually being submitted as an entry, 
so large did it figure in some of the 
drawings. 

The design submitted by MESSRS. RAG- 
LAN SQUIRE AND PARTNERS, with its 
detached circular grouping of the con- 
ference rooms in front of the main office 
building, caught my eye as an interest- 


ing scheme, as also did one of two 
schemes by MESSRS. PEATFIELD AND 
BODGENER with diminishing fenestration 


effects. Two designs by Mr. Grenfell 


Whitfield 
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Baines’s DESIGN PARTNERSHIP team scored 
highest marks for the number of names 
associated with the design, but the better 
of the two schemes was too domestic in 
character. One or two entries had a very 
American Embassy flavour, and there was 
the usual percentage of eccentrics with at 
least one elevation that looked like a plan. 


Quality of Drawing Mixed 


The quality of the drawings submitted 
was mixed, and only a small percentage 
of the total entry could be called really 
good. In fact, after the initial pleasurable 
impact of the prize-winning scheme, I 
found the rest of the entries depressing 
in total effect, considering the importance 
of the competition. One might have 
expected a much bigger and more inspir- 
ing total entry than this for a site on 
which the most eminent architect in the 
country would be proud to build, and I 
felt disappointed that the task of the 
assessors in selecting a winner had not 
been harder. 

Both the winner and the assessors made 
pleas for a relaxation of the economic 
limits set in the competition conditions 
which permit only minimum standards of 
materials and finish. No one will accuse 
the Treasury of discrimination in favour 
of a building designed partly to serve 
their own purposes if more money is even- 
tually forthcoming. It would be unfair 
to expect the building to hold its own 
with its long-weathered neighbours if it 
is to be denied the character and quality 
which only the best and most durable 
materials can give. Portland stone is the 
obvious choice and one must hope that 
Mr. Whitfield’s diplomacy will succeed in 
getting it. 

Competitions come and competitions 
go. They have their little day when in- 
terest runs high, designs are debated and 
winners are announced. Very often, the 
rest is oblivion. Not so, I suggest, where 
the shadow of Westminster falls. Archi- 
tects and assessors, even critics, can be 
taken by surprise when designs turn into 
architecture on a chosen site. I suspect 
that many of us will pause in our path 
through Broad Sanctuary for some years 
to come, to watch the translation from 
theory to practice.

THE INTRODUCTION of a scheme to train 
junior staff in the architectural depart- 
ment of Sheffield Regional Hospital Board 
was outlined at the Board’s meeting on 
December 11 by Alderman A. W.

Committee. He said they were dis- 
appointed with recruitment figures into 
the department, and were faced with a 
heavy capital expenditure and building 
programme. Advertisements had failed 
to bring in sufficient recruits of a suitable 
calibre. 

Because of the future 
something had to be done, 
They proposed a training scheme by 
which school leavers of a_ sufficiently 
advanced standard of education would be 
given the opportunity to train as archi- 
tects or as assistants to RIBA standards.

The site chosen for the building was 
one of the few remaining industrial sites 
in Worcester, and, upon site investiga- 
tion, proved to be overlain’ with 
8 ft. 6 in. of filling, below this 10 ft.

The concrete shells were cast in wrot 
form work and left unfinished other 
than painting after being struck from 
the mould, Clear textural patterns 
are permanently visible. Artificial 
lighting tubes are used in conjunc- 
tion with the shells acting as reflec- 
tors. Roofing is bituminous felt on 
expanded polystyrene, finished with 
white spar chippings. Rainwater is 
taken to down pipes in the centre 
of perimeter columns 


accommodation 
The factory, 
wide, extends 


offices and ancillary 
overlooking the Severn. 
176 ft. long by 104 ft. 
backwards from the offices and is 
divided longitudinally into three bays 
with the machine shop in the centre bay 
and two side bays containing the book- 
binding, paper storage, typesetting and 
despatch departments. This arrange- 
ment allows a natural circulation of 
work and each department is located so 
as to avoid cross circulation during the 
various stages of printing. 

The ground formation of the site 
posed foundation problems, the result 
of which is a grid of 107, 16 in. dia. 
bored concrete piles, each between 
25 ft. and 30 ft. deep, and a system of 
reinforced concrete ground beams span- 
ning between the pile caps. These piles 
and beams support the main structural 
frame, the external walls and the rein- 
forced concrete machine room floor. 
The floors of the two side bays ‘ float’ 
separately from the ground beams. The 
whole site has been filled to keep the 
floor level 9 in. above the maximum 
1947 flood level. 

The design of the roof and reinforced 
concrete frame was the result of the 
following requirements: maximum 
natural lighting in the machine room 
centre bay; clear unobstructed spans of 
44 ft. for the centre bay and 30 ft. for 
the two side bays. Construction is in 
the form of a series of reinforced con- 
crete hyperbolic paraboloid _ shells 
arranged in a manner which allows 
natural lighting on three sides of each

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bay on the centre (machine shop) sec- 
tion, There are nine bays in the centre 
section and eight bays on each side, the 
roof of the additional bay on the centre 
section being cantilevered to cover the 
offices and allowing a first floor to be 
inserted. The roofs are suspended on 
four rows of reinforced concrete 
columns spaced at 22 ft. centres down 
the length of the building. 

The concrete frame and roof were 
cast in wrot formwork and no finish 
other than painting has been applied to 
any of the concrete, leaving an attrac- 
tive textured finish. 

To maintain the temperatures neces-

sary for the processes associated with 
colour printing, a fair degree of insula- 
ting was essential. The 24 in. thick 
concrete shells are covered with a layer 
of expanded polystyrene and weathered 
with bituminous roofing felt. This, in 
turn, is covered with a layer of white 
spar chippings bedded in hot bitumen. 
The machine shop has a controlled 
humidified air heating system with air 
discharging from a timber framed duct 
suspended from the concrete roof 
beams and washing and re-circulation 
apparatus is housed at first floor level. 
Its walls are insulated by the adjoining 
convector heated accommodation. 
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centre bays 


Artificial lighting is provided by 
colour matching tubes in three con- 
tinuous lines along the main workshop 
with 8 transverse rows across the side 
bays, utilising the shells as reflectors. 

The rainwater is disposed of by means 
of down pipes at the external columns. 

The floors in the factory are covered 
with 2 in. thick precast concrete paving 
slabs laid on a bed of sand containing 
the electrical feeds and other services, 
enabling machinery to be moved or 
extended at any time. 

The two side bays are separated from 
the central machine shop by movable 
partitions constructed with a com-

pressed straw board on timber framing 
with felt packing strips, and partly 
covered one side with acoustic tiles. 
These partitions, whilst only 2} in. thick, 
effectively insulate the side bays from 
machine noise.

Tower Extraordinary ; Direct Labour, Aylesbury ; Stools for Paving ;

sir,—-Recently I went to Burgh St. Peter 
in south-east Norfolk to see the long 
thatched roof that extends unbroken over 
chancel and nave. It 
was last thatched in 
1885 but the ridge was 
renewed in 1935. (The 
oldest thatch on a 
church in England? or 
not nearly?) Arrived 
on the spot, I was yet 
more interested in the 
extraordinary brick 
tower. 

The story is that the 
lower part, containing 
the vestry, dates from 
the 16th century. The 
rest was built about 
1790 and is supposed 
to be a copy of some- 
thing seen in Italy by 
the son of the then 
rector. This young man 
sent home a sketch of 
an Italian church 
framed by an avenue 
of cypresses: the 
avenue he judged 
beautiful and suggested 
that something like it 
might be attempted at home. But at 
home his sketch and letter were mis- 
understood. Father and friends missed 
the avenue and saw a stylised, simplified 
tower—and that is how Burgh St. Peter 
came by its odd tower. Perhaps someone 
can say whether there is a tower closely 
similar in Italy and/or whether the above 
story is substantially correct?

Direct Labour, Aylesbury 


s1R,—As there has been so much criticism 
of direct labour building during the last 
few years, I enclose a press report 
describing the success of a new direct 
labour building venture at the borough 
of Aylesbury, and I am sure that you 
will be interested. 

The first contract referred to was 
obtained in competitive tender work 
started last October. Houses were being 
handed over in May of this year and the 
whole contract was completed and houses 
occupied by August of this year. 

The second contract, the larger of the 
two, was obtained in competitive tender 
and work started on the site in March of 
this year. The first five houses were 
handed over during October and now 
fourteen houses are occupied. Seventy- 
five per cent of contract 2 is completed.

THE FIRST major contract undertaken by 
Aylesbury Borough Council’s direct labour 
force looks like being a success. So far as 


a housing contract is concerned, for once the 
town council will not have to go cap in hand 
to the Housing Ministry asking for permission 
to borrow more money to settle the final bill.

The council’s own labour force won its 
first-ever contract when it submitted a tender 
for the building of 26 houses and 34 garages 
on the Oakfield Estate, off the Tring-road. 
The direct labour team submitted the lowest 
tender—just over £39,500. 

Some details have yet to be settled, but 
the ‘Herald’ understands that even includ- 
ing architect’s fees, and other sums of money 
connected with the project, this entire con- 
tract will be completed nicely inside £41,000. 

The Borough Council has, of course, 
bought some special equipment for its build- 
ing operatives, but it should not be assumed 
that the direct labour force has had the use 
of this equipment for nothing. They have had 
to hire it from the council at fair rates, and 
the cost of hiring has been charged against 
their contract.

Chichester Rejects 
An Improvement Scheme 


Cottage as Architect’s Office Proposed 


THE REFUSAL of Chichester City Council 
to allow Mr. R. Lewis Reynish, FRIBA, 
to use a small period house in East 
Pallant, Chichester, as an office was 
described as MR. STANLEY ROTH, JP, 
FRIBA, as ‘fantastic’ at a planning 
inquiry at Chichester. He told the inquiry 
that the four Pallants were a mixture of 
professional and residential properties 
which were indistinguishable. 

It was not as if Mr. Reynish wanted to 
make sweeping alterations to a fine period 
cottage, said Mr. Roth. The building 
was on the end of a small terrace and 
was decayed and dilapidated. Far from 
doing any damage, Mr. Reynish intended 
to restore for the good of the area a 
property which had sunk to slum condi- 
tion. The only external changes he 
wanted to make were perhaps a glazed 
door and an extra window at the side, 
and the only indication that it was an 
office would be a ‘discreet’ brass plate. 
‘It has to be very small and discreet, 
otherwise the RIBA won’t have it,’ added 
Mr. Roth. 

MR, RONALD GEERING, deputy engineer 
and surveyor to Chichester City Council, 
said the council was afraid that one appli- 
cation granted might be the ‘ thin end of 
the wedge.’ If this was granted, there was 
nothing to stop the remainder becoming 
offices ‘with, perhaps, all sort of large 
signs and boards outside.’ Answering Mr. 
David Biart, representing Mr. Reynish, 
Mr. Geering agreed that the city planners 
had recently allowed two other houses in 
the Pallants to become offices. The deci- 
sion of the Minister will be announced. 
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Standardisation as a Technique for Housing 
Repetitive Production with Flexibility of Design 


BY DAVID LEVITT, Cambridge University School of Architecture 


THE GROWTH of _ industrialisation has 
meant that natural resources, technology 
and manpower can, by means of mass 
production, be used to the greatest over- 
all advantage and productivity. Under 
such conditions, an infinite number of 
identical products are made by processes 
specifically devised for their manufacture 
and assembly. The enormous cost of 
machinery and the length of development, 
intrinsically far too great for the manu- 
facture of any single one, is thus distri- 
buted evenly over many thousands of 
these objects. Not only are production 
costs lowered therefore, but all the avail- 
able accumulated knowledge can be con- 
centrated and refined. 

To obtain the maximum advantage 
from production line manufacture for the 
structural fabric of buildings, it is neces- 
sary to produce a structural system which 
does not  unjustifiably restrict the 
planning and usefulness of the building 
concerned. At the same time it is essen- 
tial to observe the principal characteristic 
of the manufacturing process, repetitive 
production according to rigid data. 

For repetitive production to be used 
in building, some degree of standardisa- 
tion in the programme is_ essential. 
Generally there are three alternatives: 
First, the complete industrial prefabrica- 
tion of buildings ensures the maximum 
industrial efficiency, but provides the 
least flexibility of design for the building 
concerned. Second, industrial manufac- 
ture of individual components imposes 
a structural discipline which, between its 
limits, allows freedom of design and 
planning flexibility. Third, the produc- 
tion of basic structural materials, bricks, 
steel and timber sections and in situ con- 
crete allows freedom of design within the 
widest limits but offers the least scope 
for production line methods. The second 
of these has already been proved econo- 
mical in England by the CLAsP system for 
schools, and it is this alternative which 
ought to be considered further. 

There are relatively few types of build- 
ing which sufficiently involve repetition 
for an overall pattern of construction to 
be considered worthwhile. In most cases

the design of a building can only be 
considered as an individual problem, 
since on its particular complications aris- 
ing from a particular programme its 
whole form must depend. 

In examples which have afforded some 
opportunity for it, however, standardisa- 
tion has been treated as an economic but 
not wholly acceptable solution, involving 
a degree of preplanning, unpalatable in its 
restriction of architectural freedom. For 
in the design of a building which can 
broadly be defined as one of a type, the 
application of a standard structural solu- 
tion, evolved for buildings of that type, 
implies that the designer must accept the 
element of conformity and the consequent 
restriction of his freedom to interpret 
each individual programme. 


Traditional Prejudice 
Architects, still largely convinced that 


all architecture is entirely the work of 
individuals, are unwilling to explore the 
more rational possibilities of standardisa- 
tion, due to prejudice against accepting 
discipline at the expense of self expres- 
sion. For the architect’s concept of him- 
self and of himself as others see him, 
reaches back to the nineteenth century 
and to the particular forms of nineteenth 
century romanticism. The layman in his 
capacity as patron seeks from his archi- 
tect the original work that is his to 
demand. The architect himself fosters 
his role as original designer by seeking 
to establish the mark of his personal 
virtuosity indiscriminately with every 
commission. 

One must decide how much present 
needs can be served by an architecture 
built up from a series of individual sclu- 
tions, for this preoccupation tends to 
obscure that aspect of architecture which

evolves from sociological and scientific 
research. 

Many of the problems involved in 
designing modern buildings can no longer 
be solved purely by means of the art of 
architecture or architectural theory. 
Human sciences, statistics and sociology, 
all parts of a continuously evolving tech- 
nology, are the instruments of rationalism 
in building. This rationalism is closer to 
processes of refinement than those of 
sudden change. Admittedly many 
projects, due to the nature of the par- 
ticular problems involved, demand indi- 
vidual solution conceived from the 
architect’s personal analysis of the pro- 
gramme. However, the form of much 
that is built today depends very much 
upon a_ background of _ generalised 
research that has been evolved for each 
type of building. 

In considering a project for the type of 
building for which a background of this 
kind exists, the architect is compelled to 
recognise its validity as representing far 
more research than he would be able to 
devote to the subject himself. The degree 
of its influence on a building’s design 
process varies. For any type of building 
which is most sensitive to the changes 
and requirements of an evolving society, 
and is capable of generalisation as a type 

schools, hospitals and particularly hous- 
ing—this research is constantly being

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accumulated and refined. 

In urban housing the complete environ- 
ment of each type of dwelling has been 
the objective of this kind of generalised 
research. For these economically and 
sociologically sensitive units the back- 
ground of information has grown until its 
directives are sufficiently comprehensive 
and consistent that they suggest a general 
pattern which would provide this environ- 
ment. If these directives are sufficiently 
clear, in fact, a standard structural solu- 
tion acts as a medium to give physical 
form to the pattern suggested as well as 
to provide a technical solution. 


Economical Repetition 


Housing is a problem of economical 
repetition, having established first a pat- 
tern for each dwelling which satisfies 
physical and sociological requirements. 
The research and statistics available are 
now sufficiently comprehensive to govern 
not only the usual standards for dwelling 
units, but also the environment created 
by the organisation and repetition of 
these units. 

Since the war until now, certain stan- 
dards have indicated what the physical re- 
quirements of various house types should 
be; but use of these standards alone by 
no means guarantees that a family will 
be able to live as part of a well organised 
community and in reasonable surround-

ings. Experience has shown how some 
forms of housing used cannot provide 
the necessary requirements of a com- 
munity, even if they satisfy the two 
requirements of economy and land use 
in terms of persons per acre. Such factors 
as private open areas for each house, 
separation of pedestrians and vehicles, 
and the mixed development of varying 
house types are some of the most obvious; 
whilst a reasonable environment based 
on the human scale, large areas of com- 
munal open space, and a sense of identity 
of each dwelling with the surrounding 
neighbourhood may not be so clearly 
defined but are no less essential. 

The comprehensive results of research, 
together with figures comparing the 
scarcity of land with housing needs are 
sufficient to recommend a generalised 
pattern of urban housing. To achieve 
these aims a pattern must be established 
which combines the inherent require- 
ments of each individual house with the 
broader requirements outlined above, and 
to establish this pattern against the over- 
all background of urban planning, avail- 
able land and the shortage of houses. 

In previous attempts to standardise 
housing for mass production the pro- 
gramme was based on minimum dwelling 
standards, stereotyped requirements 
which it had been found practical to 
enforce. Any variable factors which the

image which is able to assimilate these 
changes. It is obviously valid to create 
an image as the expression of the most 
minute functional analysis when this ana- 
lysis refers to a building which is an 
individual organism. Buildings so con- 
ceived fulfil their function exactly and 
are the most minute expression of that 
function. 

If however society has found it prac- 
tical and necessary to establish back- 
grounds of general information for cer- 
tain types of building, a structural dis- 
cipline based on this predetermined back- 
ground could assimilate technical facili- 
ties as well as provide a medium by 
which to carry out the requirements of 
the programme. This image is closer 
to an architecture of refinement, and con- 
tinuously changing forms cannot be the 
basis of it. 


Housing as Repetitive Units 

In urban housing fundamental living 
standards are sufficiently specific for all 
possible types of dwelling to be provided

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by a single basic structural system. This 
system should ensure that all houses alike 
have space, daylight, hot water and 
domestic sanitation, private open space, 
garages, and safe places for children to 
play without any restriction of detailed 
planning. 

The dwelling is the basic repetitive 
unit and the scale of the structure should 
be related to it. The structure of large 
slab or tower blocks is of a giant order, 
a homogeneous complex containing per- 
haps several hundred houses. In this 
case the scale of the structure is unrelated 
to each dwelling, and repetition of dwell- 
ings is limited by its finite size. With a 
standard structure of light reinforced pre- 
cast concrete members of absolute dimen- 
sions (see fig. 6), repetition is infinite and 
at the same time it is flexible for sub- 
division into many different volumes (see 
fig. 3). 

An absolute size of element, column, 
beam or slab, manufactured with constant 
sections for varying conditions of stress, 
would provide more flexible small multi-

repetition of standard elements the struc- 
ture expresses an order of predetermined 
functions. 

Figure 7 shows an exercise scheme for 
redevelopment of 18 acres in Kentish 
Town, St. Pancras. Here by means of a 
rigid circulation pattern with complete 
segregation of vehicular from pedestrian 
traffic, a residential density of 165 per- 
sons per acre was obtained.

THIS LIBRARY AND INFORMATION DEPARTMENT, for the 
Institute of Practitioners in Advertising, was required in 
order to co-ordinate the work of two existing depart- 
ments and it is housed on the ground floor of the 
Institute headquarters in Belgrave Square. 

The client required a modern interior, which would not 
detract from the existing eighteenth-century room, suit- 
ably furnished and equipped for reading and reference. 
A separate office for the librarian and for interviewing 
was required, with a position for reception and library 
catalogue in the main library area. A poster display 
area was needed, and shelving or storage for lending, 
reference, pamphlets and catalogues, and filing. No 
structural alterations were permitted in the design. 

Initial brief was given on May 27, 1960: scheme 
approved December 9, 1960; work commenced six weeks 
later and was completed on March 5, 1961. Cost at 
tender, £2,155; area of library, 537 sq. ft.; area of offices, 
135 sq. ft., giving a total of 672 sq. ft.; cost per sq. ft., 
£3 4s. Od.; cost per cu. ft., 4s. 24d. Final account not 
available: approx. £2,450 including additional works. 

The cost was kept down by shop-fabricating all fittings; 
the repeated use of a limited number of fittings; the 
limited number of materials used in broad expanses with 
clear and simple detailing. 

The room is divided by two units at either end 
allowing a central busy area. The offices are formed 
behind one of the screens which takes the form of con- 
cealed cupboards, drawers and shelves drawn on from 
both sides. The fitment between the two existing columns 
is designed as a display screen for posters etc. with 
shelving at the rear. The two screens are only up to a 
height of 7 ft. 6 in. and therefore allow the room to 
be seen as a whole, the ceiling height being 15 ft. Shelv- 
ing is carried on all perimeter walls from a dado height 
of 2 ft. 11 in. above floor. This allows for considerable 
expansion at a later date above or below. 

The one feature of the central library area is the 
grouping of the low-level lights in a circular formation;

Existing parquet flooring was sanded 
and sealed. Walls, grey emulsion paint; 
partitions, finished in ribbed Abura 
panelling; curtaining, beige; new doors 
finished in ribbed Abura panelling, 
existing doors painted olive. 

The existing ceiling was cross battened 
to take 3} in. plaster-board and skim, 
finished with three coats night-shade 
emulsion paint; frieze, magnolia emulsion 
paint. 

Lights are suspended from the ceiling 
by nylon thread and the white plastic 
covered flex. Festoons between the 
fittings result in a decorative central 
feature. 

Fittings generally ribbed grey Abura 
panels with stainless steel framing with 
alloy feet. Black leather on tables, desks 
and display unit tops. Cupboards and 
display units finished in ribbed Abura 
panelling. 

Display screen finished with hessian 
and painted with one coat of black emul- 
sion paint, the rear of the display screen 
being shelved the full height, open or 
behind sliding panels of plate glass or 
Abura. Wall shelving is standard black 
spur fittings. 

Door furniture is in S.C.P., and cup- 
board handles are satin brass finish. 
Curtaining is beige Albyn No. 0499/90 
by Edinburgh Weavers. 

The receptionist and librarian cata- 
loguer have been situated at the same 
long desk in the central library area. 
This desk can easily be rearranged to 
allow freedom of alternative layouts in 
this area.

New Developments Criticised 


rHE STANDARD off layout and design of new 
buildings was criticised by Sir Wilfred 
Neden in his annual report as chairman 
of the Surrey Amenity Council. It was 
considered that there were not enough 
good town planners or architects and too 
few landscape architects. Blame was 
placed on clients for this low standard 
in some cases, and on the local authori- 
ties in others. The latter carried out 
considerable development themselves and 
could also control the layout of other 
projects. The council felt that high build- 
ings were more often proposed as adver- 
tisements for their promoters or designers 
than as planning solutions. It was 
secepted that in some cases such build- 
ings were acceptable as part of a com-

prehensive scheme, but it was necessary 
to oppose high buildings that detracted 
from the appearance and character of 
their surroundings. Fears were expressed 
that, in order to prevent intrusion into 
green belt areas, development in areas 
within the belt might be at densities 
higher than the recognised standards. 
The MoHLG had assured the council that 
redevelopment for this purpose would only 
be considered ‘wherever appropriate.’ 
The council is studying the subject of 
areas of natural beauty which have 
recreational and aesthetic value to formu- 
late a more positive policy than exists at 
present. Future plans include an appraisal 
of the banks of the Thames between 
Barnes and Windsor. 


Shopping Centre on City Outskirts 


OXFORD CORPORATION is building a large 
new shopping centre at Cowley, which is 
intended to draw shoppers from the 
centre of the city. Fourteen of a total of 
80 shops should be ready next March and 
the rest within 18 months. The develop- 
ment will have a central square with 
three approaches from perimeter roads. 
There is also to be a ten-storey block of 
130 flats, and there will be multi-storey 
car parks around the perimeter. The city 
architect and planning officer, Mr. D. 
Murray, ARIBA, AMTPI, is directing the 
development and Hillier, Parker, May & 
Rowden are agents and consultants.

Architects Registration Council of the UK 
Rise in Membership During the Last Twelve Months 


THE ONE HUNDRED AND NINETEENTH meeting 
of the Architects Registration Council 
of the United Kingdom was held under 
the chairmanship of Mr. A. G. Sheppard 
Fidler, MA, FRIBA, on December 20. The 
number of architects admitted to the 
register during 1961, at 885, showed an 
increase of 224 over the previous year. 
MR. VINCENT BURR, FRIBA, chairman of the 
Council’s admission committee, em- 
phasised this point when presenting his 
report for approval. The admission com- 
mittee recommended that 238 applicants 
who had qualified by examination under 
6(1)(c) of the principal Act, and a further 
9 who qualified under section 6(1)(d) of 
the principal Act and regulation 26(a)(4) 
should be admitted to the register. 

The professional purposes committee 
reported the action taken to date in 
respect of certain members of the Royal 
Institute of British Architects who in 
October last were not registered persons. 
The finance and general purposes commit- 
tee had previously reported that there 
were about 583 such members. In most 
cases the defaulters were acting in mis- 
understanding, thinking that membership 
of the Institute enabled them to practice 
without registration. 

Before the submission of reports from 
the committees MR. A. P. LAMBERT, FRICS, 
one of the members appointed by the 
Council of the Incorporated Association 
of Architects and Surveyors, spoke briefly 
in support of recognition by the Registra- 
tion Council of the examinations in 


architecture of the IAAS. Mr. Lambert 
pointed out that previous application had 
been made in 1958 without success. He 
reminded the Council that without recog- 
nition of its examinations the Associa- 
tion had nothing to offer candidates, since 
membership of the IAAS through its 
examinations did not constitute a 
licence to practice as an architect. He 
wished that the Board of Architectural 
Education could assess the examinations 
with a view to recommending the Coun- 
cil to accept them for registration pur- 
poses. The Incorporated Association 
would then, concluded Mr. Lambert, have 
greater standing as a professional body. 
MR. DENNIS CLARKE HALL, FRIBA, then 
moved that the matter be referred to the 
general purposes committee prior to call- 
ing a special meeting, at which the IAAS 
could be represented, with a view to 
advising the Association on this matter. 


Professional Conduct Case 


It was reported to the registrar that a 
representative of the ‘Hampstead 
Borough Directory ’ was canvassing archi- 
tects residing or practising in the Hamp- 
stead borough area to buy an entry of 
their names and addresses in that direc- 
tory at a charge of three guineas per entry. 
The registrar accordingly wrote to the 
manager of the directory as follows, and 
sent a copy of the letter to every archi- 
tect whose name had appeared in the 
previous edition of the Directory and was 
still practising in the United Kingdom:

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‘It has been reported to the Architects’ 
Registration Council that you are invit- 
ing a number of architects who are 
residing or practising in the Hampstead 
borough area to buy an entry of their 
names and addresses in the “ Hampstead 
Borough Directory ” at a charge of three 
guineas per entry. 

‘TI have, accordingly, been instructed to 
inform you that architects are forbidden 
by their Code of Professional Conduct to 
pay for the entry of their names in any 
kind of directory other than those main- 
tained by the professional institutions to 
which they belong; and that any archi- 
tect disregarding the Code may find him- 
self in jeopardy of disciplinary action. 

‘I would add that I have seen the 
entries under the heading “Architects ” in 
the 1959-60 edition of the “ Hampstead 
Borough Directory,” and I find that six of 
the persons named are dead, and one 
practising in Canada.’ 

No written reply was received, but 
either the manager or someone on his 
behalf telephoned the registrar and said 
that the charge of three guineas was not 
for the entry of the name, but for a copy 
of the directory and the services it pro- 
vided, and that notwithstanding his (the 
registrar’s) letter, he would publish the 
name of any architect who wished his 
name to appear in the directory and paid 
the appropriate charge. 

All but four of the architects concerned 
wrote to the registrar informing him that 
they had no intention of paying for an 
entry; and most of them added that they 
had never even heard of the existence of 
the directory. One firm of architects, 
who had, in ignorance, asked for their 
name to appear in it, cancelled the order 
immediately on receipt of the copy of the 
registrar’s letter. 


Training Schools for 
Nurses 


New Hospital Building Note 


GUIDANCE on the design of training schools 
for nurses is given in No, 14, ‘ Training 
Schools for Nurses,’ of the Ministry of 
Health Building Notes, published on 
November 29 (HMSO, Is. 6d. net). 

The Note deals with the accommoda- 
tion which is needed specifically for the 
theoretical and practical teaching of 
student and pupil nurses at any hospital. 
It is pointed out that where schools for 
other students in the hospital service are 
also required at the same hospital, con- 
siderable benefit can be gained from shar- 
ing such accommodation as library and 
lecture rooms, and possibly classrooms. 

Costs are dealt with in a loose-leaf 
sheet issued as an addendum to Hospital 
Building Note No. 2, ‘ The Cost of Hos- 
pital Buildings.’ The cost allowances set 
out are related to the number of places 
provided; for example, for the first 100 
student nurse places the allowance is 
£23,500, with £88 for each additional 
place. 

These Hospital Building Notes are to 
help hospital authorities both in prepar- 
ing their building programmes and in 
achieving efficient and economical plan- 
ning and building of hospitals.

74. The New Gods 


WHEN TOP PEOPLE talk about building 
mechanisation and I listen to the words 
that tumble around—automation, tower 
cranes, mechanical diggers, prefabrica- 
tion, light-weight construction, modules, 
monorails—my awe at the new methods 
turns to wonder at the old, as I think of 
Wren and St. Paul’s and the fifty churches 
he built in London, of Greenwich and 
Hampton Court and all his other work, 
with ne’er a tower crane in sight, nor 
even a helicopter to pop the spires on. 
How did he do it 
in a mere forty 
years ? 

Perhaps after all 
he was better off 
without tower 
cranes, for as we 
hear more and 
more about the 
new mechanised 
techniques, it be- 
comes more and 
more apparent just 
what tyrants these 
new gods of the 
building site are. 
They must be appeased with continuous 
work, and their appetite for work is 
insatiable. They can do so much in so 


little time that men and other lesser 
machines must continually feed them, 
and heaven help those responsible for 
the building programme when the word 
goes round that the crane is idle. It is 
all supposed to be a matter of econo- 
mics, I am told, for even millionaires 
cannot afford to have tower cranes idling 
around their place. But there is more to 
it than that. The tower crane is no mere 
mechanical device for speeding up build- 
ing. It belongs to a new race of gods 


who are taking over from us lesser Wrens 
the control of our work. 
At present, I believe the tower cranes

Principles of Modern Building 


PRINCIPLES OF MODERN BUILDING. Vol. II. 
Floors and Roofs. (HMSO) Price 
17s. 6d. 

THE APPEARANCE of the second volume of 

the Building Research Station’s text book 

is an important landmark in the record- 
ing of building technology. The approach 
to the subject adopted in Vol. 1 is con- 
tinued with the application of principles 
of functional performance to floors and 
roofs. Following a short introduction, 
there are chapters on suspended floors, 
solid floors, floor finishes, floor heating, 

a general chapter on roofs and further 

specialised chapters on flat roofs, pitched 

roofs and roofs of special types including 
shells. 

The introduction is of particular 
interest since this is the first occasion, in 
this series of publications, for the con- 
sideration of span. This is provided by a 
general treatment of arches, beams and 
spatial structural systems which will pro- 
vide much food for thought for students 
ind older practitioners who have tended 
to take for granted the designers’ respon- 
sibilities in this field. The introduction 
includes, also, a general consideration of 
the economics of thermal insulation. 

There is further treatment of the struc- 
tural aspects of beam and slab systems in 
the chapter on suspended floors. This 
includes specially interesting sections on 


ultimate load design methods, the redis- 
tribution of moments in reinforced con- 
crete beams and frames and_ the 
mechanism of crack formation in rein- 
forced concrete beams and slabs. These 
are matters that architects and builders 
have taken comfort in regarding as the 
province of the structural engineer. In 
fact they are matters that should be 
understood by any professionally compe- 
tent person concerned with the design 
and construction of buildings and these 
pages of the book should prove a valu- 
able aid to that end. The same might 
be said of the clear review of the factors 
influencing the structural character of a 
roof, including a reference to the impor- 
tance of facility in construction, and of 
the lucid account of shell design and of 
the behaviour, under load, of shells of 
various types. 

Considerations of strength and stability 
do not, however, occupy an unduly large 
part of the book; the performance of the 
various structural elements is fully con- 
sidered also in respect of the other 
principal functions; dimensional stability, 
exclusion of dampness, thermal insula- 
tion, fire protection, day lighting, noise 
and sound insulation, durability and 
maintenance. 

The book is written with authority but 
the writing avoids the detachment which 
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in our midst can easily be counted, They 
come from the Continent and can even 
be counted as they come in. But, have 
no doubt, they will soon multiply exceed- 
ingly and, like other races that have in- 
vaded these islands, they will stay to 
conquer and rule. Already the building 
trade begins to acknowledge their con- 
trol, and whereas they came in the guise 
of strong servants to attend us, we now 
hear murmurs of designing for their 
needs. You have only to look at a crane 
that has taken possession of a site to see 
what I mean. Is there any humility in its 
commanding posture, as it stands there 
haughtily erect in undisguised disdain of 
the scurrying man-power below? Is it 
servant or master? Machine or god? 
When not reaching across the site in its 
lordly swinging motions, wielding its 
strength for petry mortal purposes, it 
stands coldly aloof in godlike contempla- 
tion, or sulkily brooding and idle. 

I suspect that many of our builders 
have already accepted their new gods with 
good grace, for their homage is plain to 
see. I do not blame the builders, who 
must build as they will, and if machines 
and flabby muscles can combine to fill 
their coffers fuller than of old, let the 
processes of mechanisation proceed. But 
I do fear the shadow of these new deities 
of power on the architect’s drawing 
board, for the only master of design must 
be the architect’s own genius, while the 
instruments of building must remain his 
servants. 

When the shadow hovers, have a look 
at St. Paul’s and take courage from Wren. 


authority sometimes engenders. The text 
shows traces of current interests as when 
the many examples drawn from factories 
give the impression of being ready to hand 
on account of the Station’s recent work in 
this field. The repeated references to the 
liability of low-pitch roofs to lift and the 
importance of a satisfactory anchorage 
sound like an echo of a recent ‘ cause 
celébre.’ There is an occasional pleasantly 
tart comment as in the section on floor 
finishes: ‘....a large amount of very 
misleading information is available.’ 
Probably the reduced period of gestation 
of the book, by comparison with Vol. I, 
has made for some increased liveliness of 
the presentation. 

The text assumes, in the reader, a con- 
siderable understanding of basic science. 
Its very condensed form and clear style 
make it deceptively assimilable but, in 
fact, very careful study of it is necessary 
if the full significance of the points made 
is to be appreciated. In the preface, the 
Director repeats his warning that the 
book is supplementary to and not a sub- 
stitute for a text book of building con- 
struction. It is, like its predecessor, 
essentially a book for teachers rather than 
for students. 

There is a statement on the dust jacket 
to the effect that ‘ this volume completes 
the publication of this work.’ If this is 
intended as a sign off bid one can only 
hope that there will be no delay in deal- 
ing the next hand.

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Professional Responsibility 
Mr. Eddy’s RIBA Paper on the Duties of the Architect 


MR. J. P. EDDY, Qc, spoke to the Royal 
Institute of British Architects on Decem- 
ber 12 on the subject of professional 
responsibility. In introducing the lec- 
turer, the Chairman—PROFESSOR SIR 
WILLIAM HOLFORD, President of the Insti- 
tute—said that if anyone could be said 
to be a master of this very tricky sub- 
ject it was Mr. Eddy, whose five Travers 
Memorial Lectures on professional negli- 
gence had been published with an intro- 
duction by Lord Denning. 

Dealing first with the duty of an archi- 
tect to the client by whom he was 
employed, MR. EDDY said that an architect 
was under a duty fo his employer to 
exercise reasonable care, skill and 
diligence, and that if in any given case 
an architect did not exercise all three— 
if, for example, his measurements or 
valuations were wrong—he might be held 
liable for damages for negligence. 

The lecturer listed the following seven 
qualifications which a would-be client of 
an architect could be entitled to 
expect: 

1. Knowledge of design and styles. 

2. Skill in the preparation of draw- 
ings, plans, designs and specifications. 

3. Knowledge of construction and 
materials used in connection with it. 

4. Ability to superintend the carry- 
ing out of proposed works. 

5. Knowledge of the Acts and by- 
laws affecting building, the require- 
ments of local authorities and others, 
sanitary laws, easements of light and 
air, rights of way, support, party walls 
and party fence walls, and other 
matters. 

6. Ability to prepare approximate 
estimates for works proposed. 

7. Ability to issue certificates and 
adjust final accounts. 


Possible Pitfalls 

The legal knowledge expected of the 
architect was elementary, but enough to 
warn him of possible pitfalls. For 
instance, he should have a knowledge of 
the law affecting building and town plan- 
ning, keeping in touch with any changes 
made in it from time to time. Examples 
of such Statutes were the Public Health 
Act of 1936, dealing with the submission 
of plans to local authorities; the new 
Land Drainage Act; and, looking ahead, 
in 1964 there would be a provision 
abrogating the rule under which highway 
authorities were responsible for any re- 
sulting damage if they repaired any road, 
and repaired it badly, but not if they left 
it entirely alone. The provision in ques- 
tion was set out in the Highways 
(Miscellaneous Provisions) Act of 1961. 
Again, the Rights of Light Act of 1959 
substituted a new law regarding ancient 
lights for the old one. 

A matter of fundamental importance 
was the ability to provide approximate 
estimates for works proposed, since the 
client had a right to expect that the 
actual figure would not represent a sub- 
stantial departure from the _ estimate. 


Again, the building contract should not 
only be properly programmed but 
adhered to throughout. This was all the 
more necessary having regard to the 
present-day economic trends. 

Stressing the importance of written 
contracts, Mr. Eddy said: ‘A great deal 
of litigation is due to the failure of 
persons to put their arrangements into 
writing. Memory may be a treacherous 
ally. Even writing, if confined to corre- 
spondence which might leave much un- 
said, may not be enough.’ 

Dealing with the liability for negli- 
gence, the lecturer said that in any given 
case, whether the architect was liable for 
negligence must depend on the relevant 
contract and all the material circum- 
stances. For instance, if employed to do 
something of a novel character, failure 
by itself would not be any evidence of 
negligence. This principle was illustrated 
by the old case of Turner v. Garland and 
Christopher, 1853 (Hudson on Building 
Contracts, 4th ed., Vol. 2, p. 1), in which 
the defendant was instructed by the 
plaintiff to put in a new patent concrete 
roofing that proved a failure. In this case 
Erle, J. in directing the jury said that if 
the defendant ‘. . . possesses competent 
skill and was guilty of gross negligence, 
although of competent skill, he might 
become liable.” Mr. Eddy commented 
that in his view negligence was action- 
able whether it be gross or otherwise. 

The speaker pointed out that an archi- 
tect was not entitled to put implicit trust 
in a clerk of the works. In the task of 
supervision, as stated in Hudson’s ‘ Build- 
ing and Engineering Contracts,’ 8th ed. at 
p. 72, he could not escape responsibility, 
except perhaps in the smallest matters of 
detail, by delegation (unless the contract 
of employment or building contract 
expressly so provided). 

In the giving or withholding of certi- 
ficates, the architect had, or might have, 
three distinct functions to perform: 

1. That of a skilled servant of the 
employer. 

2. That of the responsible agent of 
the employer. 

3. That of a quasi-arbitrator, when 
his decision is final. 


The Architectural Conscience 

In giving his certificates the architect 
must act in accordance with his own con- 
science and the provisions of the contract. 
As (1) the skilled servant of the employer, 
he must see that the work was properly 
done, but he need not necessarily exer- 
cise an extraordinary degree of skill. To 
make him liable in negligence it was not 
enough that others of greater experience 
or ability might have used a greater 
degree of skill, or even that he might 
have used some greater degree. In all 
cases the question was whether there had 
been such a want of competence and 
skill, leading to a bad result, as to amount 
to negligence. 

As (2) the responsible agent of the 
employer, he must act in the interests of 
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‘He’s doing six months for shirking 
his professional responsibilities ! ’ 


the employer. In particular, there must 
be no collusion or any other surreptitious 
dealings with the contractor or others. In 
the case of Temperley v. Blackrod Manu- 
facturing Co. Ltd. (‘ Justice of the Peace 
Journal’ for 1907—Vol. 71 at p. 341) 
A. T. Lawrence, J., said he regarded the 
question of secret commission as of the 
utmost importance to the commercial 
world. Secret commissions ate into the 
heart of commerce and destroyed the 
trust on which it flourished. 

As (3) a quasi-arbitrator, the architect 
had to decide between the parties—the 
building owner and the builder—whether, 
for example, work and material were such 
as were specified in the contract. In that 
capacity his decision was final, and in that 
position he was not responsible to his 
employer for negligence. A case in the 
House of Lords (Hickman & Co. v. 
Roberts, 1913, Appeal Cases 229) showed 
clearly that where under a building con- 
tract matters were left by the parties to 
the final decision of an architect, he must 
act judicially. Lord Shaw said: 

‘The position of an architect in a 
building contract is one of great deli- 
cacy. He is placed in that position to 
act judicially, when, to the knowledge 
of both parties, the person who is his 
master and his paymaster is one of 
the parties to the contract. It has 
been affirmed by courts of law, how- 
ever, that that being the case, his judi- 
cial position must be accepted, and it 
follows from that that in the pecu- 
liarly delicate situation in which such 
a man stands the courts of law must 
be particular to see that his judicial 
attitude is maintained.’ 


The ‘ Snail-in-the-Bottle ’ Case 

Turning to the question of negligence 
arising in relation to a person with whom 
there was no contract, Mr. Eddy cited 
the famous ‘ Snail-in-the-bottle’ case— 
Donoghue v. Stevenson, decided over a 
quarter of a century ago. A bottle of 
ginger beer having been bought and 
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passed on to the sufferer by a friend in a 
café, the sufferer poured some of the 
ginger beer into a tumbler and drank part 
of it. He was pouring out the rest when 
a snail emerged in a state of decomposi- 
tion. Shock and severe gastro-enteritis 
were the results. The case went to the 
House of Lords. There Lord Atkin laid 
down the following celebrated principle, 
showing the duty one owes to one’s neigh- 
bour, whoever he may be— 


‘ The rule that you are to love your 
neighbour becomes in law, you must 
not injure your neighbour; and the 
lawyer’s question, Who is my neigh- 
bour? receives a restricted reply. You 
must take reasonable care to avoid 
acts or omissions which you can 
reasonably foresee would be likely to 
injure your neighbour. Who, then, in 
law, is my neighbour? The answer 
seems to be—persons who are so 
closely and directly affected by my 
act that I ought reasonably to have 
them in contemplation as being so 
affected when I am directing my mind 
to the acts or omissions which are 
called in question.’ 


The above principle was applied by Mr. 
Justice Salmon in a case decided in the 
Queen’s Bench Division this year, in 
which an architect was held to owe a 
duty to take care to a bricklayer named 
Clayton who, for the purposes of the law 
of negligence, was deemed to be his 
neighbour (Clayton v. Woodman and Son 
(Builders) Ltd. and others, 1961, 3 All 
England Reports, 249), and the plaintiff 
recovered judgment against the builders 
and the firm of architects for the sum of 
£2,352. Mr. Eddy added that an appeal 
was pending in this case and commented, 
“One thing which I do not think the 
judgment specifically revealed was that 
the architect took it upon himself not 
only to tell the bricklayer what to do but 
also how to do it. This is not accepted 
practice. It is usual, I think, for the archi- 
tect to inform the contractor’s represen- 
tative on the site, usually the foreman, 
what he wants doing. It is for the con- 
tractor’s representative, if need be, to tell 
his workmen how to do it.’ 


In view of the importance of profes- 
sional indemnity insurance, the RIBA 
Practice Committee had been examining 
the reasons for the substantial increases 
in the premiums required by under- 
writers, and had found that the position 
appeared to be influenced by, amongst 
others, the following factors: 


(a) The continual introduction of 
new and specialised building tech- 
niques, materials and processes which 
present new problems to the archi- 
tect. 

(b) An’ increasing ‘ claims-con- 
sciousness’ on the part of the public. 

(c) The introduction of the legal aid 
system which encourages the less well- 
to-do client to sue. 


(d) The increasing cost of building, 
which directly affects the architect’s 
financial responsibility to his client. 

Mr. Eddy fully supported the view of 
the Practice Committee that all architects 
who were principals in private practice 





should be advised, as a matter of 
ordinary business prudence, to take out 
adequate insurance cover; indeed, he 
thought that every architect in private 
practice should do so. 


The Position of Salaried Assistants 


Salaried employment comprised a large 
percentage of the RIBA membership— 
i.e., in Government and local authority 
departments, nationalised boards, teach- 
ing and industry. Where the employing 
authority had entered into a contract, it 
was the authority and not the staff archi- 
tect who was responsible to the client. 
Contractually, also, an assistant archi- 
tect in the salaried employment of a 
private architect, or an assistant architect 
working under a chief staff architect, had 
direct responsibility only to his own 
immediate superior. 

However, as the case of. Clayton v. 
Woodman & Son (Builders) Ltd. and 
others showed, an architect or an assis- 
tant architect might owe a duty of care 
to a person with whom there was no con- 
tract at all. If, therefore, he was in 
salaried employment, a crucial question 
in such a case would be whether he 
was acting in the course of his employ- 
ment at the material time. If he was, 
then the employer might be held liable 
to a third person for any negligent act 
causing damage which had been com- 
mitted by the architect or assistant archi- 
tect. The relevant doctrine was respon- 
deat superior—Let the principal be held 
responsible. 

Equally, also, the architect or assistant 
architect might himself be held liable. A 
simple illustration would be the case of 
a chauffeur who was driving his master’s 
car on his master’s business. If he was 
negligent and someone was injured, both 
master and servant were liable. 

In conclusion, Mr. Eddy stressed the 
importance of students getting a right

approach to the matters he had raised. 
If this could be included in the Syllabus 
for the Final Examination, he thought it 
might be all to the good. 


Discussion 


Asked if the architect should inform 
his client of the fact when using a new 
material, MR. EDDY said that if it was an 
untried, or comparatively untried, new 
material, the wise course would 
undoubtedly be to inform the client. 

In reply to another questioner, he said 
that the architect was not obliged to 
follow the recommendations of the quan- 
tity surveyor when settling accounts for 
the purpose of the architect’s certificate. 
The quantity surveyor was independently 
engaged and paid by the client on the 
recommendation of the architect, and was 
not the architect’s agent. 

On the question of whether or not the 
architect was expected to know the likely 
requirements of a local authority, MR. 
EDDY thought that an architect who was 
instructed to prepare plans for a build- 
ing in X borough ought to know some- 
thing about the likely requirements of 
that local authority, because if difficul- 
ties were encountered and no inquiry had 
been made by the architect, it might well 
count as evidence of negligence. 

Reverting to the seven points upon 
which the architect should be well 
informed, MR. EDDY thought that failure 
in respect of any one of those seven might 
be treated in an appropriate action, where 
it arose, as evidence of negligence, though 
of course this must depend upon the facts 
in any particular case—for example, with 
regard to knowledge of design. Those 
seven points represented the substance 
of what the architect should know, and 
if in any particular he was found to be 
wanting, Mr. Eddy thought that would 
supply evidence, in an appropriate case, 
of negligence. 


Appeal to Lords Refused 


Liability for Injuries to Labourer 
LANGAN V W. AND C. FRENCH LTD. 


THE HOUSE OF LORDS APPEAL COMMITTEE, 
on December 20, refused Patrick Langan, 
an Irish labourer, leave to appeal against 
a Court of Appeal decision on October 19, 
setting aside a £1,180 damages award to 
him against his employers, W. and C. 
French Ltd., building contractors, of 
Epping New-road, Buckhurst Hill. 

Langan, of Warwick-road, Earls Court, 
SW, was awarded the damages in the 
High Court on February 16 for scalds 
suffered when doing boiler-house repairs. 
He was said to have used a 14-lb. sledge 
hammer to do a job for which he was 
told to use a hacksaw. 

LORD DENNING Said: ‘ The question is 
whether the foreman should have antici- 
pated that the workman would act so 
stupidly. That is all it amounts to.’

Future London Government 


Possible Groupings Shown on Official Map 


A MAP showing possible future local 
government groupings in London has 
been sent by Dr. Charles Hill, the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, to local authorities in the London 
area. This follows the publication of the 
White Paper on London Government 
(Cmnd. 1562) at the end of November. 
In that White Paper the Government said 
they agreed with the Royal Commission 
which studied London Government in 
thinking that the boroughs should be the 
primary unit of local government in 
London, but they considered the new 
boroughs should be larger, and therefore 
fewer, than the Royal Commission pro- 
posed. The map now issued shows 34 
boroughs with a population range of 
180,000 to 360,000, the City of London 
being left unaltered. 

The Minister intends to invite London

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area authorities to discussions in the 
spring on the pattern of the future 
boroughs, and has asked them for their 
views on the map by the end of March 
at the latest. He also invites the views 
of any peripheral authority on its inclu- 
sion in or exclusion from the London 
area. 

Factors taken into account in drawing 
up the map were: present and past asso- 
ciations, the location and areas of 
influence of service centres, lines of com- 
munication and patterns of development. 
The relevant weight given to these fac- 
tors necessarily varies from place to 
place, but the map’s suggested groupings 
represent an effort to reconcile them as 
far as possible. 

A circular* accompanying the map says 
—‘ Local authorities will doubtless wish 
to discuss these matters with their neigh- 
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bours and alternative suggestions may 
well emerge. The Minister is anxious to 
be fully informed of the wishes of the 
present authorities, but he would ask 
them to bear in mind that the Govern- 
ment’s proposals regarding the distribu- 
tion of functions are based on the 
assumption that the boroughs will be of 
the size referred to in paragraph 20 of the 
White Paper. [This paragraph said that 
it would be desirable to aim at a mini- 
mum population of around 200,000 
wherever possible.] If alternative sugges- 
tions are made, any consequential effect 
in the formation of neighbouring 
boroughs should, wherever possible, be 
indicated.’ 

The Minister has also asked the 
councils, when they send him their views 
on the map, to copy these to any other 
authority affected by them, and to let 
him know to whom such copies have 
been sent.

Building in the City 
New Office Schemes Approved 


THE COURT OF COMMON COUNCIL at their 
meeting on December 14 approved the 
proposed erection of a nine-storey office 
building at 26 and 27 Great Winchester- 
street and 73 London Wall. The de- 
velopers are Lewis and Davies, Old 
Burlington-street, W1. 

The council also approved the erection 
of a multi-storey office block at 3-6 Salis- 
bury-square and 23-34 Whitefriars-street 
and part of Hanging Sword Alley. The 
architect is C. Edmund Wilford, Green- 
Street, W1. 

Approval was given to revised drawings 
of the proposed erection of a six-storey 
office building at 56, 58 and 60 St. Mary 
Axe; 26-31 Bevis Marks and 8 and 9 
Goring-street, for which development 
permission was previously given on 
December 1, 1966. 

Drawings were also approved for the 
erection of new buildings to be used as 
offices, shops, showrooms, etc., on a site 
bounded by Newgate-street, Panyer-alley, 
St. Paul’s Churchyard and Warwick-lane, 
for which development permission was 
previously given, on October 22, 1959. 

The council refused to approve draw- 
ings showing the revised layout of the 
basement car park of a new Office build- 
ing to be erected at 30-34 Moorgate, 
because it would result in a reduction in 
the car park’s capacity. 

The council also refused to permit the 
development at 7 Devonshire-square, of 
a building comprising basement, ground 
and five floors for use as offices on the 
grounds that the site should be developed 
in conjunction with other sites in a com- 
prehensive scheme. The architects are 
Chapman, Taylor and Partners, 5a 
Gregory Place, Holland-street, W8. 
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Post-War Developments 
Paper on Location of Projects 


A PAPER was presented by Dr. E. C. 
Willatts, OBE, BSc, principal research 
officer at the MoHLG, entitled ‘ Post-War 
Developments: The Location of Major 
Projects in England and Wales’ at a meet- 
ing of the RICS on December 4. It dealt 
with some of the features shown on a 
new 10-mile to 1 in. map compiled by the 
MoHLG, and was a revised version of 
that given by Dr. Willatts to the British 
Association earlier this year. 


DR. WILLATTS explained the difficulties 
encountered in deciding the minimum 
size of developments qualifying for inclu- 
sion and in maintaining comparability 
between different subjects shown on the 
map. He mentioned that 23 per cent of 
the country was protected from develop- 
ment through being national parks, areas 
of outstanding beauty or within green 
belts. He then discussed developments 
under four main headings: the power 
industry; transport; industry; population 
and employment. 


He mentioned that official policy had 
aimed at stimulating industrial develop- 
ment in areas of persistent heavy un- 
employment, many of which may not have 
been traditionally industrial areas, often 
because of their geographical remoteness. 
There had been a concentration of large 
scale developments along major estuaries, 
including the Humber, Southampton 
Water, Severn and Milford Haven which 
areas of Wales, the Pennines and South- 
West England, and the agricultural areas 
had not previously attracted industry. 
Remote and physically difficult upland 
in the west still lacked major develop- 
ments. Large investments in steel had 
taken place in the post-war period and 
some steel works had cost more than 
large new towns. Reviewing the estab- 
lishment of industrial estates by the 
Board of Trade and local authorities, Dr. 
Willatts pointed out that nearly half of 
these and nearly all the commercial ven- 
tures were within 35 miles of London. 
Sites in the south-east had accounted for 
two-thirds of the country’s planned over- 
spill scheme. 


The Overall Impression 


Dr. Willatts then said: ‘The total 
impression which the map conveys is of 
many developments continuing to go to 
traditional areas, such as the north-east, 
South Lancashire and South Wales, both 
in response to their geographical advan- 
tages and to government policy. In spite 
of the growth of some large cities, how- 
ever, these regions have not as a whole 
increased in terms of population and 
employment. The Midlands and the 
south-east, now connected by much 
improved communications, have had a 
greater share, which was reflected in dis- 
proportionately large increases in popula- 
tion and employment in the West Mid- 
lands and metropolitan England. The 
developments in the power industry. 
especially electricity and oil, have played 
a large part in facilitating such changes 
and have themselves contributed to the 
very marked concentration on hitherto 
underdeveloped estuarine sites.’ 








Land for Development; Freedom of 
Design 


New Bulletin of Planning Appeal Decisions 


REVIEWED BY A. E. TELLING, MA 


THE LATEST volume of selected planning 
appeals published by the Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government contains 
two new features which should be of 
special interest to architects and de- 
velopers—namely, sections dealing speci- 
fically with the best use of urban land 
and with the problems of urban renewal. 
Once again, there is a useful section on 
the control of design. 

This volume—the third in the new 
series—epitomises 70 cases decided by 
the Minister during 1960. These are less 
than one per cent. of the total decided 
during the year, but they have been 
chosen to illustrate the Minister’s policy 
on various aspects of planning control. 
Each section is prefaced by a short state- 
ment of policy; some are reproduced from 
the first volume in the new series, but 
new statements are given for the sections 
on urban land, urban renewal, traffic and 
access problems, caravans and advertise- 
ments. 


Freedom of Design 


One of the most difficult problems in 
contemporary planning is that of con- 
trolling design. In the first place, it may 
be asked whether design ought to be 
controlled. The answer of successive 
Ministers has been that design is a proper 
matter for planning control, but that 
control should be exercised with great 
restraint. Speaking at an RIBA symposium, 
the then Minister, MR. HENRY BROOKE said, 
‘ Our first principle is to let the individual 
have what he wants unless there is a very 
good reason to stop him’ (‘ The Builder,’ 
May 16, 1958). The volumes of selected 
appeals put the matter rather differently. 
‘One of the objects of planning is to pre- 
vent bad design and to encourage good.’ 

In practice, however, the result is much 
the same, for it has quite clearly been the 
Ministry’s policy over the years to allow 
considerable freedom, but to reject a 
design if it is plainly bad in itself or quite 
out of keeping with its surroundings. 
Thus, Mr. Brooke emphasised that a plan- 
ning authority would be quite justified in 
rejecting a design ‘ which is blatantly out 
of keeping with neighbouring buildings, 
where these are worth protecting, or 
blatantly out of keeping with the land- 
scape.” The selected appeals make the 
same point: ‘In general planning control 
of design should be exercised with great 
restraint. But where a design is plainly 
shoddy or badly proportioned or out of 
place, the authority should not hesitate 
to ask for something better.’ 

Architects will no doubt welcome the 
Ministry’s opinion that ‘ planning control 
should not be used to stifle initiative and 
experiment in design; a design is not bad 
because it is new and different—it may 
be very good.’ 


An Excellent Example 


Decision 2 in the new volume is an 


excellent illustration of the Ministry's 
policy. A residential estate was almost 
fully developed with well kept and 
soundly built dwellings of varied design, 
all but one being two storeyed houses. A 
firm of building contractors wished to 
build on an undeveloped part of the 
estate and had been refused permission 
for a detached bungalow on a corner plot 
and four pairs of semi-detached bunga- 
lows behind. The single bungalow had 
been designed by an architect to suit the 
site; it was of contemporary design, long 
and narrow with a garage, bathroom and 
porch in the form of an extension on one 
side. The semi-detacheds were of con- 
ventional pattern. As regards the single 
bungalow, the Minister considered that 
the contemporary design would add in- 
terest to the locality. ‘It was competent, 
imaginative and well suited for modern 
needs.’ The second proposal did not find 
favour, however. The site should not take 
more than six dwellings and the design 
was poor. ‘It seemed a pity that the 
technical aesthetic skill employed on the 
single bungalow had not been applied to 
the others.’ 

Most of the reported decisions concern 
dwelling-houses, but one deals with the 
design of a factory which was to be the 
first on a new industrial estate. The 
appellant claimed it as a merit that the 
building ‘would look like a factory, 
honestly indicating its purpose.’ The 
Minister, however. rejected it as ‘ grimly 
utilitarian.’ Something much more pre- 
sentable was called for, especially as the 
site was conspicuous from a main road. 

The claims of the countryside are 
emphasised in decision 6. The Minister 
upheld a condition requiring slates in- 
stead of cencrete tiles on houses to be 
built in the Lake District by a housing 
association, although they would add £95 
to the cost of each house and 2s. 3d. to 
the weekly rent. 


Land for Development 


In the last few years the demand for 
land for development. particularly for 
housebuilding. has in some areas far out- 
run earlier estimates of what would be 
required. The population is steadily in- 
creasing. couples are marrying younger, 
and in a few years the ‘ post-war bulge’ 
will reach marrying age; and. with increas- 
ing prosperity, more people than ever 
before are able to think of buying a home 
of their own. There is thus every reason 
to expect that the demand for land for 
new homes will continue for manv vears 
to come. 

To a large extent this demand will have 
to be met by freeing more land for 
development particularly in areas beyond 
the green belt. This was recognised in 
Ministry circular 37/60 which asked 
planning authorities to review their 
development plans in the light of these 
trends. But some contribution can be 
made by a more intensive use of urban 
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land not already used to its full capacity, 
and this was also suggested in circular 
37/60. The new volume of planning 
appeals takes up this theme. The policy 
statement on the best use of urban land 
says that a more intensive use can be 
secured— 


‘ ... by turning large houses into 
flats or hotels, building flats on dere- 
lict sites or in the grounds of old 
houses, and by replacing existing pre- 
mises by larger buildings. Tall blocks 
of flats have now to be accepted, if 
not welcomed, as part of the urban 
scene, though this does not imply that 
any number of such blocks, or blocks 
of any height, will fit in everywhere.’ 


The Henley Tower Flats 


An illustration of this policy is decision 
35. The proposal was to develop 6} 
acres of park-like land on the outskirts 
of Henley with houses, maisonettes, 
studios, garages and flats. The flats were 
to be in a tower block which the appel- 
lants proposed at first should be 25 
storeys high and then 12 storeys; at the 
inquiry they asked for 18. The county 
council recognised that the scheme was 
imaginative but objected to high flats, 
even 12 storeys. The borough council 
objected mainly on the grounds of exces- 
sive density and because they believed 
that the scheme was unsuitable in a town 
like Henley. 

The Minister allowed the appeal sub- 
ject to a condition that the block of flats 
should be of not more than 15 storeys. 
The scheme was of high architectural 
standard and an example of the kind of 
high density development that could help 
to meet the current demand for building 
land, while giving variety to the urban 
scene. A block of flats was not objec- 
tionable merely because it broke the sky- 
line, nor would a tall block on this site 
necessarily dominate the town. A block 
of 25 or 18 storeys would be too high 
to be in scale with the site and attract too 
much attention. But 12 to 15 storeys 
would be reasonable; it would of course 
be seen from many points but if elegantly 
designed should adorn rather than detract 
from the landscape. 

Many of the sites available for 
redevelopment are much smaller than that 
at Henley. Thus decision 36 refers to a 
site of about four-fifths of an acre in an 
area of mainly modern houses at a density 
of 8 units to the acre. The Minister 
granted permission for 16 maisonettes in 
four blocks representing a density slightly 
above that suggested in the development 
plan. 

In case 37 the Minister gave permission 
for a three-storey block of three flats on 
a vacant plot between two _ houses. 
Although the eaves of the proposed block 
would be higher than those of the adjoin- 
ing houses, the ridges would be of the 
same height. And, in this closely built 
up residential area where back gardens 
were inevitably overlooked, a third resi- 
dential storey could not be seriously 
objectionable on amenity grounds. But 
in other cases (not reported in this 
volume) the Minister has rejected pro- 
posals which ‘showed a lack of regard 
for the reasonable amenities and privacy 
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of the properties which would be over- 
looked . . .’ (‘ The Builder,’ December 23, 
1960). 

The redevelopment of comparatively 
small plots involves so many planning 
problems that one hopes that in future 
volumes the Ministry will be able to give 
a wider selection of cases. 


Urban Renewal 


Small plots are also the main problem 
involved in urban renewal. Even where 
it is not proposed to erect substantial 
blocks of flats, planning would be much 
easier if plots in separate ownership could 
be amalgamated. The amalgamation of 
plots usually requires months of pro- 
tracted negotiation or compulsory pur- 
chase by a local authority. The new 
volume of selected appeals gives some 
encouragement to local authorities who 
are trying to secure the comprehensive 


redevelopment of older urban areas. To 
quote the policy statement: 

‘An authority with concrete pro- 
posals for redeveloping an area com- 
prehensively can reasonably refuse to 
allow piecemeal redevelopment incon- 
sistent with their proposals. 

‘ Where, however, a scheme of com- 
prehensive redevelopment is only ten- 
tative . .. the individual developer 
can usually expect to be allowed to 
proceed with his own proposals so 
long as they are reasonable in them- 
selves. But there are some cases 
where, although no scheme of com- 
prehensive redevelopment has been 
formulated, it is clear that one is 
needed. . In these conditions, 
piecemeal redevelopment of the land 
in question will have to be refused.’ 

Several cases in the new volume illus- 
trate this policy statement. 


Foundation Design and Construction 
The Problem of Deformation and Stability 


At an ordinary meeting of the Institution of Civil Engineers on November 2 
Dr. D. J. Henkel, PhD, BSc, AMICE, senior lecturer in the Department of 
Civil Engineering, Imperial College of Science and Technology, outlined the 
following problems for informal discussion on foundation design and 


construction. 


THE GROWING DEMAND for taller buildings, 
associated very often with deep excava- 
tions, has brought into prominence some 
of the uncertainties associated with 
foundation design and construction. The 
overall requirements of foundation design 
are that there should be an adequate fac- 
tor of safety against catastrophic failure 
and also that the deformations under 
working loads should not affect adversely 
the functional performance of the parti- 
cular structure. It would appear that the 
major difficulties at the present time are 
those associated with the deformations 
under working loads, but in some cases 
no sharp distinction can be made between 
the two aspects of the problem. 

The main foundation problems cannot 
be divided into neat separate compart- 
ments but, for the purpose of discussion, 
it is suggested that they be divided 
broadly into (a) deformation problems 
and (b) stability problems, although some 
overlap is inevitable. 


Deformation Problems 


ESTIMATION OF SETTLEMENTS ON SANDS 
AND GRAVELS.—The estimation of settle- 
ments of foundations on sands and 
gravels still presents major problems. 
Very little satisfactory field data on settle- 
ments combined with the results of ade- 
quate site investigations are available. 
Two widely used empirical procedures 
are those developed respectively by 
Buisman, using the ‘Dutch Cone’ test, 
and Terzaghi, using the Raymond Stan- 
dard Penetration Test. In many circum- 
stances these two procedures lead to 
widely different estimates of settlement. 
An additional difficulty is that very often 
the Standard Penetration Test is carried 
out under conditions which depart radic- 
ally from the original test procedures. 


This problem is of particular impor- 
tance in large heavy structures where 
decisions have to be made about the 
necessity for piling or means of artificially 
compacting deep beds of sand. 


PILED FOUNDATIONS—GENERAL.—In the 
literature on piled foundations great 
emphasis has been placed on the perfor- 
mance of individual test piles in relation 
to the properties of the soil. While some 
progress has been made in this field it is 
clear that a great deal more needs to be 
known about the precise way the pile 
loads are transferred to the ground both 
under test and working conditions. In 
particular the benefit to be derived from 
the taper piles needs greater attention. 

The concentration on the behaviour of 
individual piles has, however, obscured 
to some extent the fact that in practice 
the main concern is with the deformation 
of the pile group, very often associated 
with a pile cap or slab on the ground sur- 
face. Recent work by Whitaker at the 
Building Research Station has been 
valuable in drawing attention to this 
problem, and it would appear ‘that a 
better understanding of the combined 
action of the pile group and cap may 
result in substantial economies in design. 

ENLARGED BASE BORED PILES IN LONDON 
CLAY.—Enlarged base bored piles are 
being used fairly extensively in the Lon- 
don clay in order to increase the bearing 
capacity of an individual pile. The 
limited published test results on indivi- 
dual piles suggest that design methods 
appropriate to foundations of this type 
must be related to the deformations 
under working loads. It appears at this 
Stage that the deformations of these 
enlarged base piles are rather larger than 
would have been expected from the extra- 
polation of data obtained from parallel-

sided bored piles. It would be very 
useful if all the test data on the enlarged 
base piles could be assembled so that a 
critical assessment of their behaviour 
could be made. 

BUILDING ON SITES UNDERLAIN BY OLD 
MINE WORKINGS.—The present tendency 
for the erection of comparatively tall 
buildings on sites underlain by old mine 
workings raises complex problems about 
the possibility of preventing large defor- 
mations in the ground beneath the 
building. These problems are particularly 
severe in regions where the old workings 
are shallow and no records of the mining 
operations are in existence. 

DEEP EXCAVATION.—The making of 
deep excavations involves a large number 
of separate problems. The stability of 
the excavation sides and bottom is, of 
course, of great importance but deforma- 
tion of the ground in the vicinity of the 
excavation must also be limited to avoid 
damaging adjacent structures. 

Recent developments in the use of re- 
inforced concrete diaphragm walls cast 
in a trench supported by drilling mud 
require critical examination both from 
the point of view of the strength of the 
wall and the effects of the drilling mud 
on the soil in the vicinity of the wall. 

Deep excavations will normally remain 
open for a considerable time before the 
final propping of the retaining walls is 
completed. The variation of the earth 
pressure on the wall both with time and 
with the amount of yield permitted 
deserves full consideration. 

Severe deformation problems asso- 
ciated with deep excavations arise when 
the design calls for an isolated tall build- 
ing block placed on an ‘island’ founda- 
tion in the middle of an extensive deep 
basement. The final foundation pres- 
sures over most of the area of the base- 
ment will be very much less than the 
original overburden pressure while, under 
the tall building block, the foundation 
pressure may be in excess of the original 
overburden pressure. Difficulties asso- 
ciated with the heave of the ground in 
the lightly-loaded areas and settlement 
below the heavily-loaded areas have to 
be overcome. 


Stability Problems 


STRUCTURES ON SLOPING GROUND.—The 
placing of structures on clay slopes which 
are close to limiting equilibrium raises 
important questions of overall stability 
as opposed to the local conditions in the 
immediate vicinity of the foundations. 
The effects of creep of the soil and the 
possible development of landslides require 
careful study. In soft clays the driving 
of piles may lead to a substantial increase 
in pore water pressure with a conse- 
quent reduction in the shear strength of 
the clay and a catastrophic landslide 
might occur. 

LARGE-DIAMETER PILES IN COHESIONLESS 
MATERIALS.—Recent work in France and 
Germany suggests that the end bearing 
capacity of large diameter piles in sands 
may be considerably lower than might 
be expected from the results of explora- 
tory small-diameter soundings. Results 
of experience of this problem weukl be 
useful to civil engineers.

Arrangements for 
Glasgow Overspill 


THREE COURSES of action to ease 
Glasgow's housing problems were urged 
upon the Government on December 12 
by MR. WILLIAM HANNAN. In an adjourn- 
ment debate he wanted the Government 
to facilitate and expedite existing arrange- 
ments and agreements with other local 
authorities who had agreed to take 
Glasgow overspill. He urged that where 
the Glasgow local authority asked for 
changes of zoning within the city for 
rehousing the Minister should urgently 
consider this, and third, the most impor- 
tant, he pressed for a review of the slow 
progress of house building in the new 
towns. The latter, he said, seemed the 
best prospect of making the greatest con- 
tribut.on to solving Glasgow’s problems. 
Unless sites were provided within the 
city, house building in Glasgow would 
grind to a halt. 

MR. T. G. D. GALBRAITH, Under Secre- 
tary, Scottish Office, said that, since the 
war, 64,000 new houses had been com- 
pleted within the city with the result that 
there was little housing land left. No 
proposals to build on land zoned as open 
space had been received. The Corpora- 
tion had decided against any encroach- 
ment on the parks and there for the time 
being the matter rested. 

Glasgow’s problem would largely be 
solved by overspill in the new towns and 
in expanding existing towns. Expansion 
agreements had been made with various 
towns for building 15,000 houses for 
Glasgow overspill. Admittedly the bulk 
was still on paper, but even this showed 
a welcome willingness from towns far 
afield to consider helping Glasgow. 

Turning to the new towns, he said that 
difficult soil conditions at East Kilbride 
had been overcome and over 1 000 houses 
were under construction. Neither the 
Secretary of State nor the Corporation 
would be satisfied with an output of fewer 
than 1,200 houses a year and there was 
hope of getting that output by the end 
of next year. 

It was expected that the three new 
towns of East Kilbride, Glenrothes and 
Cumbernauld would complete 2,000 
houses next year against 1,500 this year. 
In addition the fourth new town at 
Livingston was likely to be producing 
houses in 1963, and by 1965, when its 
output would be going up steadily, it 
could be reasonably expected that the 
output from the new towns and expan- 
sion of existing towns would be about 
4,000 houses a year. 

On the face of things, this rate of build- 
ing was higher than the rate Glasgow 
would need to have over twenty years to 
meet their estimated total requirement of 
60,000 houses outside the city. He 
agreed, however, that more houses were 
needed. 


Aluminium Prefabricated 
Bungalows 


AFTER a _ thorough investigation, Dr. 
CHARLES HILL, Minister of Housing and 
Local Government, states he is satisfied 
that 13,000 aluminium bungalows can- 
not be repaired at reasonable cost and 
that many of them will have to be 
demolished before the loan charges on 
them have been met. 

Announcing his findings in a written 
reply on December 14, Dr. Hill said that, 
in view of assurance given by the Govern- 
ment to local authorities at the time when 
these bungalows were erected, it had been 
decided to relieve the councils of the 
capital debt outstanding on bungalows 
which had to be demolished. Legislation 
would be introduced for this purpose. 

MR. DAVID GIBSON-WATT had asked the 
Minister what action he proposed to take, 
in view of further representations made 
to him, to deal with the problem of corro- 
sion in the prefabricated aluminium 
bungalows erected as permanent dwell- 
ings by local authorities between 1947 
and 1951. 

DR. HILL indicated that two different 
types of bungalow were involved: the 
type B.2 detached bungalow and the semi- 
detached type B.L.8. Both types were 
suffering from corrosion of aluminium 
structural members, and he was advised 
that experience had shown that the par- 
ticular alloy used in their manufacture 
was unsuitable. It was derived from 
war-time scrap material. 

After saying he was satisfied that the 
13,000 type B.2 bungalows could not be 
repaired at reasonable cost, and announc- 
ing the pending legislation, he went on: 
‘It will be necessary to provide also for 
ending the annual subsidy payable on the 
bungalows, and for the net proceeds of 
disposal to be paid to the Exchequer. 
The Secretary of State for Scotland has 
asked me to say that similar arrange- 
ments will apply to Scotland, where 2,500 
B.2 bungalows were erected. 

‘Some bungalows which are already 
badly corroded may have to be dealt with 
in advance of legislation, and emergency 
arrangements will be made to cover this. 
I have recently issued a circular to local 
authorities giving advice on the steps 
they should take. Parliament will be 
asked to sanction expenditure necessarily 
incurred in anticipation of the Bill by 
means of estimates to be presented in 
due course. Pending the voting of 
supply, payments will be made from 
money advanced from the Civil Contin- 
gencies Fund. 

‘ Different considerations apply to the 
3,000 type B.L.8 bungalows. There is a 
good prospect that these can be repaired 
at reasonable cost; experiments to this 
end are still proceeding. If repairs are 
found to be practicable, I shall be pre- 
pared to consider contributing towards 
the cost if the need for such a contribu- 
‘tion is established. I shall be giving 
advice to local authorities about these 
bungalows as soon as possible.’ 
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Prefabrication 
Techniques and the 
Housing Shortage 


LORD BOSSOM asked the Government in 
the Lords on December 19 whether they 
had considered advocating the building 
of a limited number of specially designed 
prefabricated houses of a type suitable 
to meet today’s requirements, which 
could be erected with great speed in 
definitely selected locations, to ease the 
present serious housing hardship now 
being endured by a considerable number 
of people and, if not, what solution of 
this problem they proposed. 


EARL JELLICOE, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary MoHLG: ‘Serious housing difficul- 
ties of this nature are highly localised in 
a few areas and the local authorities con- 
cerned are best able to judge whether 
emergency action needs to be taken. One 
of the measures adopted by the LCC for 
dealing with the problem of homelessness 
is the use of prefabricated dwellings of 
a limited life that can be erected quickly. 
Several makes of this kind of dwelling 
are already available on the market. The 
Minister of Housing fully supports the 
action taken by the LCC. If any other 
authority faced with a similar problem 
thinks it right to provide this type of 
dwelling he would be willing to give loan 
sanction.’ 


LORD BOSSOM asked if it was considered 
proper for the Government to advocate 
prefabrication in other places. than 
London. That was the way to get houses 
quickly. The Army had been working on 
this for the last seven years and had got 
quite satisfactory results. Certain big 
manufacturers had also been doing this. 


EARL JELLICOE: ‘ The Government are 
keenly interested in the possibility of 
applying prefabrication techniques to all 
forms of housing, not only to individual 
houses but also to flats. The information 
available to the Ministry at present is 
that as far as the permanent type of 
prefabricated house is concerned the sav- 
ing in time gained through quicker erec- 
tion is not counterbalanced by saving 
on price. These houses tend to be rather 
more expensive.’ 


Hockey

Green Belt Appeal Allowed 
A ‘Genuinely Needed’ Dwelling 


AN appeal by Mr. W. F. Leary against the 
refusal of Guildford Rural District 
Council to permit the building of a dwell- 
ing on land at Holly-lane, Worplesdon, 
has been allowed by the Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government. 

The Ministry’s inspector, Mr. B. W. 
Knott, MTPI, ARICS, AMIMunE, who 
conducted the inquiry, reported that the 
working of the appeal site of nearly five 
acres and another acre nearby was a full- 
time business efficiently managed by Mr. 
and Mrs. Leary. The inspector considered 
that a dwelling was genuinely needed and 
would be justified, even though the site 
was a proposed extension of the Metro- 
politan Green Belt, for the proper work- 
ing of the land and the avoidance of 
travel, in all weathers, seven days a week. 
He recommended that the appeal should 
be allowed. 

In accepting this finding, the Minister 
has imposed conditions as to the siting, 
design and external appearance of the 
building and the means of access, and 
also as to who shall occupy the house. 


120 ft. Flats Allowed at 
Dorking 


‘No Disturbance of Countryside 
Amenities ’ 


THE MINISTER OF HOUSING AND LOCAL 
GOVERNMENT has allowed the appeal by 
Dorking Urban District Council against 
the refusal of Surrey County Council to 
build high-storey flats at Goodwyns Farm 
Estate, south of Dorking, near Tower Hill. 
They involve two ‘ point’ blocks each of 
48 flats, one terrace of six houses, 32 
garages and a car park on the land, sub- 
ject to agreement on siting and design 
and to a condition that the point blocks 
shall not exceed 120 ft. in height. 

In his report to the Minister, Mr. C. F. 
Allan, MTPI, ARIBA, the inspector who 
conducted the inquiry, says he considers 
much depends on detailed design. ‘ The 
buildings might be readily visible, but 
almost always as part of existing develop- 
ment; they need not be a particularly 
prominent feature of views from places of 
public resort; and they need disturb no 
one’s enjoyment of the undoubted ameni- 
ties of the local countryside merely 
because they are of vertical rather than 
horizontal proportions.’ 

He adds that high buildings that offer 
the advantages of a more open site, of 
an outlook to the country, and of pro- 
viding a modest rather than an exciting 
architectural element of contrast are to 
be preferred to long, more oppressive 
blocks of several storeys high. Over- 
shadowing of new houses to the north 
of the site is not likely to be serious, 
except for the proposed terrace of six 
houses. He feels, however, that con- 
sideration might be given to the re-siting 
of the point blocks further south and 
east on lower ground. 

The inspector says he finds it under- 
standable that local residents may prefer 


buildings of four storeys or less, but he 
does not think it would be in the interests 
of either town or countryside to restrict 
so severely the development of what 
remains of the housing estate. He adds 
that it is reasonable that the ‘ point’ 
blocks should remain below the 400 ft. 
contour of Tower Hill, in the background, 
and to ensure this a height of not more 
than 13 storeys or 120 ft. would be 
appropriate. 

The Minister considers that the point 
blocks should be light in colour to reduce 
the appearance of bulk when seen against 
the sky. 

The Dorking flats will be the second 
highest yet allowed in Surrey outside the 
Metropolitan area. The Minister has 
already given approval to a 16-storey 
building in central Addlestone. 


Small Housing Estate 
‘Un-neighbourly’ 


‘No Reason to Depart from 
Development Plan’ 


AN APPEAL against the decision of the 
Barnet UDC to refuse permission for the 
erection of ten detached bungalows and 
one detached house, including the con- 
struction of new road and pedestrian 
access, on land at Perrams Cottages, on 
the north side of Barnet-road, Arkley, 
Barnet, has been dismissed by the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment. 

The inspector considered that the pro- 
posed development would be out of keep- 
ing with the existing properties in the 
neighbourhood, and would have the 
nature of a small housing estate forming 
an un-neighbourly incursion among 
dwellings with, generally, large gardens. 
There were, in this instance, no special 
reasons for departing from the density 
provisions of the development plan. The 
making-up of part of Oaklands-lane, in 
order to obtain temporary vehicular 
access to the appeal site, would be in- 
jurious to the rural character of the lane 
adjoining the green belt, while the use of 
a pedestrian access to Barnet-road before 
it was improved would cause danger to 
road safety. He recommended that the 
appeal be dismissed. 


Use of Aeroplane Hangar 
a Danger to Traffic 


UDC’s Refusal Upheld by Minister 


PERMISSION TO ERECT a small aeroplane 
hangar on land adjoining the Kingston 
by-pass road, near Woodstock-lane, Clay- 
gate, Surrey, and the use of the land for 
taking off and landing, has been refused 
by the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, on appeal by Mr. C. H. 
Tutt against a decision of Esher UDC, act- 
ing on behalf of Surrey CC. 

In his report to the Minister, the inspec- 
tor stated that following a demonstration 
during his inspection of the site he con- 
cluded that the aircraft was not a noisy 
one and that occasional use of the appeal 
site for take off and landing would be 
unlikely to cause substantial nuisance to 
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local residents by noise. Any use of the 
northern part of the site by an aircraft 
would be very likely to distract the atten- 
tion of drivers on trunk road A3, and 
increased use of the access would be liable 
to cause interference with the flow of 
traffic on that road. The proposed 
occasional use of the appeal site would 
reduce the potential danger to users of 
the nearby playing fields to very small 
proportions. The inspector remarked that 
the site proposed for the hangar was at 
least 300 yd. from the nearest house, and 
if the existing trees and hedges remained, 
a building of the type proposed need have 
very little effect upon the appearance of 
the area. 

During the course of the inquiry, added 
the inspector, the appellant expressed a 
willingness to make substantial modifica- 
tions to the proposals. But the proposal 
which was the subject of the appeal 
referred to the whole of the appeal site, 
and he recommended that the appeal be 
dismissed for the reason that the develop- 
ment proposed would be likely to cause 
danger and to interrupt the flow of traffic 
on trunk road A3. 

The Minister accepted the inspector’s 
recommendation and has decided to dis- 
miss the appeal. 


Bowling Alley at Welwyn 
Minister Rejects Plan 


MR. BROOKE, as Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, rejected a pro- 
posal for a bowling alley near the 
Campus, a_ grass-covered centre of 
Welwyn Garden City. The Welwyn 
Garden City and Hatfield Development 
Corporation wanted the site for the 
American Machinery and Foundry Com- 
pany to build the bowling alley. Resi- 
dents objected and there was a public 
inquiry. Now the Minister has decided 
that the bowling alley, ‘however well 
designed,’ would not fit with surrounding 
buildings. 


Vhree-storey Flats among 
Single-family Houses 


‘An Un-neighbourly Intrusion’ 


AN APPEAL by A. C. Lloyd (Builders), Ltd., 
of Leamington, against the refusal of the 
county planning authority to.permit the 
erection of a block of flats on the site of 
the mansion known as * Elmbank,’ Lilling- 
ton-road, Leamington, has been dismissed 
by the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government. The Minister accepted the 
view of his inspector that three-storey 
blocks of flats in an isolated position 
among single-family houses would look 
incongruous and would be an un-neigh- 
bourly intrusion into the area. 


Allotment Land for 
Residential Development 


East Barnet Appeal Allowed 


AN APPEAL by Mr. H. Hammond against 
the refusal of the East Barnet UDC, act- 
ing on behalf of the Hertfordshire County 
Council, to allow the residential develop- 
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ment of 3.8 acres of land off Brunswick 
Park-road, East Barnet, has been allowed 
by the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government. 


In his report to the Minister, the inspec- 
tor, Mr. M. Adamson, FRICS, MTPI, 
expressed the view that the loss of allot- 
ment gardens on the appeal site would 
reduce the overall provision of allotment 
land in the town below an amount which 
might reasonably be needed in the future, 
and would upset the balance of distribu- 
tion of allotments throughout the town. 
He therefore recommended that the appeal 
be dismissed. There were, in his 
opinion, no strong grounds upon which 
costs (for which the appellant had applied) 
should be awarded. 


The Minister stated, in the course of 
his decision, that he had taken note of 
his inspector’s views, bat did not feel able 
to accept his recommendation. This part 
of East Barnet, said the Minister, was 


Less Thames Pollution 


Important Improvements in Progress 


POLLUTION caused by material discharged 
into the Thames estuary is being substan- 
tially reduced at present and will be still 
further reduced by improvements to a 
number of sewage works which discharge 
into the estuary. Taken together, the 
improvements ought, by the end of 1962, 
to be enough to prevent offensive condi- 
tions in the tidal Thames, except possibly 
in the most unusual droughts. 

This is one of the conclusions contained 
in the report of a committee on pollution 
of the tidal Thames, presented to the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, and published on October 20. 
The committee, under the chairman- 
ship of Professor A. J. S. Pippard, has 
collaborated for ten years with the Water 
Pollution Research Board of the DSIR 
in an investigation of the effects of heated 
effluents and other discharges into the 
tidal reaches of the Thames. 

When they were appointed the commit- 
tee found the estuary to be in a badly 
polluted and frequently offensive state. 
Reviewing how far improvement is 
reasonably practicable, they have con- 
cluded that it would be difficult to achieve 
more than an insurance against nuisance 
without ‘extraordinary measures at very 
heavy cost,’ which they think would be 
out of proportion to any likely gain. For 
example, to enable salmon to pass through 
the estuary it might be necessary, among 
other things, to treet sewage at some dié- 
posal works to a standard never yet 
reliably achieved anywhere. They have 
concluded that current improvements 
to sewage works when completed should 
be enough to prevent objectionable smells 
in the river, but probably not enough to 
provide a reasonable safety factor. But 
—the report says—it would be premature 
to make recommendations for additional 
works which might cost millions of 
pounds before the effect of improvements 
has been checked by experience.

fully developed with fairly low density 
housing and a high proportion of the 
allotment plots in the area were un- 
cultivated, including one-third of the plots 
on the area of statutory allotments 
adjacent to the appeal site. Although he 
recognised that a greater demand for allot- 
ments in this area might arise in the 
future, the evidence available suggested 
that no unsatisfied demand existed at the 
present time. On the other hand, he 
accepted that there was urgent need for 
land for housing. In the circumstances 
he did not consider that he would be 
justified in restricting the use of the 
appeal site to allotments. If a need for 
more allotment land arose, the Minister 
believed that it should be possible for the 
local authority to provide it elsewhere. 
He therefore decided to allow the 
appeal, adding that he had considered the 
appellant’s application for costs but did 
not think this was a case in which he 
would be justified in awarding them.

Damp-proofing Below Ground 


QUESTION.—We have built a garage, par- 
tially below ground level, and are having 
trouble with water percolating through 
the walls at the bottom two courses. At 
the rear of the garage there is a concrete 
retaining wall and a 9 in. brick wall. 
The batter of the retaining wall causes it 
to be resting against the brick wall for 
only one-third of its height, at which 
point a concrete channel has been formed 
with a gulley leading down to a 4 in. 
drain in the floor. The only water- 
proofing is a 9 in. dpc between the lower 
courses of brickwork and the concrete 
floor. The sides of the garage are of 9 in. 
brickwork, one of which abuts on to an 
adjoining property. The earth level 
graduates from the garage roof level at 
the rear to one-half the wall height at the 
front. The 4 in. drain leads to a gully in 
the centre of the garage, which also 
drains the floor, and then to a manhole 
in one of the front corners of the garage. 
The garage was excavated out of a clay 
and soil cliff. P.H.D.

at the beginning of the construction. It 
would not be possible now to construct 
an efficient tanking damp-proof course 
without reducing the area of the inside 
of the garage. The seeping water comes 
from the adjoining earth banked up on 
the side wall, and through the concrete 
retaining wall at the back. It would 
appear that all the side wall would be 
damp due to the level of the earth. 

If the concrete channel formed in the 
back retaining wall has not been sealed 
from the garage wall with some form of 
bituminous membrane, rain water from 
the sloping concrete surface will get down 
in between the concrete and brickwork 
and enter the garage above the horizontal 
dpc. Your own horizontal dpc should 
not be below the adjacent dpc as this may 
be causing dampness to absorb from the 
wall below ground. Some signs of damp- 
ness in the adjoining property might be 
expected unless a moisture barrier has 
been formed between the two walls. 

This job can be tackled from inside by 
directing the incoming water into chan- 
nels that will drain away, and treat the

To do this it will be neces- 
sary to cut a narrow channel in the floor 
concrete, just inside and parallel to the 
walls and render it with a good cement 
mortar, to a _predesigned fall, and 
directed either to the drain or outside to 
the pavement. The water coming through 
the walls would be intercepted and the 
centre of the floor should be reasonably 
dry. There should then be no build up 
of water pressure behind the wall able 
to force off any waterproofing material 
fixed or applied on the inside. 

The walls could then be treated up to 
the outside earth level, or to the extent of 
the damp penetration with one of the pro- 
prietary bituminous emulsions. The same 
manufacturers also supply a colourless 
silicone water repellent which can be 
painted on the inside of the walls. This 
could be tried with two or three coats. 
Its success depends on the water pressure 
behind. There is a bitumastic lathing 
that is fixable to the wall and then 
plastered over to give a smooth finish. 
The water in each case would then enter 
the garage at floor level where the dpc is 
placed and so into the channels formed. 

The earth could be cut from the side 
of the garage to form a ‘dry area,’ and, 
if it is possible to get between the back 
wall and concrete retaining wall, a seal 
could be formed at channel level. The 
only other way is to form an inside tank- 
ing of asphalt or some _ bituminous 
material on the floor and walls, covering 
this on the floor with concrete, and 
building a solid slab or brick wall inside, 
securely tied to the existing wall with 
metal wall ties carefully sealed with the 
dpc material. The concrete and inside 
walling would then prevent the water 
pressure outside forcing the tanking 
material away. R.M.E.

MR. JOHN H. D. MADIN, ARIBA, Was On 
home ground when he addressed a meet- 
ing of the Birmingham Centre of the 
llluminating Engineering Society on 
November 27. Mr. Madin, who talked 
about ‘Lighting of Large Office Build- 
ings,’ is the architect responsible for the 
new Chamber of Commerce in which the 
Birmingham Centre now holds its 
sessional meetings. 

‘Unless an office building is designed 
for a specific purpose,’ he said, ‘ the main 
consideration is initial cost and its value 
in earning power for its owners. Old 
towns have narrow streets, lined with 
buildings into which daylight cannot 
penetrate, but smells‘and stale air do— 
new town planning demands light and air 
at all floors.’ Buildings were set back 
from the street, often surrounded by car 
parks and gardens, and therefore had to 
go upwards instead of occupying large 
ground areas. A maximum width of fifty 
feet, with floors ten feet to ceiling, 
allowed good daylight values in all but 
the middle of the floors, where building 
services could be installed or filing 
cabinets placed, allowing every office 
worker to enjoy maximum daylighting, 
fresh air and a pleasant view. Whilst

preserving economies, the building had to 
be efficient and functional and considera- 
tion given to character and atmosphere, 
making life desirable for the occupant. 


Some standards had to be accepted, 
such as uniformity of the architectural 
module to permit sub-division to suit the 
wishes of the occupant, and the provi- 
sion of one lighting outlet for each 
100 sq. ft. Functions of rented office 
space, continued Mr. Madin, led to instal- 
lation of services offering uniform 
amenity, but contrast in restaurants and 
canteens in the building, and the drama- 
tic use of light, shade and colour, lent 
distinction to entrance, board room and 
conference room. 


‘ The outward appearance of the build- 
ing,’ the speaker concluded, ‘is often 
destroyed by a tenant whose choice of 
window furnishings and lighting fittings 
does not blend with a _ neighbour’s. 
Street lighting lanterns and columns, too, 
are not always in keeping with a build- 
ing.’ Mr, Madin expressed a wish to 
design an office block complete with local 
amenity and street furniture, and bind 
tenants by a contract clause to keep final 
appearance in harmony.

1. Automatic Parking 


As a means of controlling ticket issuing 
machines, gates, counters and traffic sig- 
nals used in car parking, a device from 
America looks to be useful. Unlike simi- 
lar systems, no pressure sensitive pad is 
used but a 30 in. diameter DETECTOR COIL 
is buried under the roadway or placed on 
the roadway and covered with tarmac. 
This gives it certain advantages. For one 
thing, with counting applications only a 
single impulse is given for each vehicle 
regardless of the angle of transit. For 
another it will indicate the presence of a 
vehicle, whether moving or stationary. 
Maintenance is negligible as there is 
nothing to wear or become damaged. The 
type of way in which the detector might 
be used is in the control of open car 
parks where the entrance gate need not 
be under supervision and any number of 
entrances might be in use. All cars 
would leave by one exit where the tickets 
would be inspected or placed in a calcu- 
lator and the parking charges paid.
